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FEAR OF RIOT. 


The Capitals of Europe Dread the 
Dawning of May Day. 


Struggles in Belgium But a Forerunner 
of Battles to Come. 


RUMORED OONSPIRACY TO DEPRIVE 
LEOPOLD OF Au cow. 


Berlin and Vienna Will Attempt to Pre- 
vent the Celebration of Labor Day by 
Parades in the Streets—Paris Prepared 
to Grapple With Any Anarchist Up- 
rising-—Fights Between Strikers aud 
Police in Belgian Cities. 


Lorpow, April 15.—Advices from Berlin, 
Brussels, Vienna and other European capi- 
tals state that the authorities are looking 
forward to the Socialist demonstrations of 
May Day with even greater anxiety than last 
year. Egpecially is this the case in Brussels, 
where the exciting events of the past few 
Gays are believed to be the forerunners of a 
more desperate struggle to come. The Bel- 
gan Government has already taken steps to 
have a large military force in readiness for a 
march on the capital, should disorder 
reach a point at which the 
police and the Guard Olivique would 
De incapable of dealing with it. The Guard 
Civique numbers over 40,000 men, and is re- 
cruited generally from the middle classes. 
In the districts, however, where manufact - 
uring and mining are almost the only indus- 
tries, the Guard Civique is largely com- 
posed of the working classes, and its mem- 
bers might not improbably befound fighting 
on the side of the populace instead of en- 
forcing order. 

King Leopold is strongly averse to violence 
as long as it can de averted, and would not 
consent to any extreme use of the mil- 
itary arm unless it shoula ap- 
pear to doe absolutely necessary. 
Hie ts said to be arriving, however, at that 
conviction, for evidence has been presented 
to him going to prove that there is something 
deeper in the present social agitation than to 
achieve universal suffrage. It is reported 
that the Belgian authorities have tnformation 
showing that a conspiracy exists for the 
overthrow of the monarchy and the estab- 
lishment of a republic, and thatthe conspir- 
ators count uponFrench sympathy if not upon 
French support. Leopold is naturally a man 
of mild and liberal temper, but he is capa- 
bie of great determination in a crisis, and 
should he be convinced that there are de- 
signs against bis dynasty he will approve of 
the severest measures for the suppression 
and punishment of the plotters. 

The Berlin authorities will probably 

refuse to permit any Socialist demonstration 
on May Day, or only under such restric ons 
as to prevent the possibility ot any outbreak. 
The Prussian Government fears that any ex- 
tensive demonstration might be seized upon 
by the anti-Semitic agitators to raise a riot 
against the Jews, which, in the present tem- 
per ot the working classe. would not be 
dificult. 
In Vienna it is stated a May day demonstra- 
tion will be altogether prohibited and the 
prohibition enforced by the police with the 
aid, if necessary, of the military. Austrian 
manufacturers have been requested in behalf 
of the Government not to grant any emp- 
tion from labor to their operatives on ac- 
count of May day,and preparations are be- 
ing made to put down with rigor any inove- 
ment of a disorderly character. 

In Paris the authorities view the situation 
with calmness and seemtohave much less 
apprehension as to the future than it ex- 
hibited in other European cities. The au- 
thorities believe that the lessons already 
given will have a deterrent effect upon the 
Aparchists, and they are satisfied that the 
worst ofthe terrorists have departed from 
France.

Havana, April 15.—Smuggling seems to be 
quite active on the wharf, quite a large num- 
ber of packages of Chinese goods having 
been seized by the officers of the custom. 
house. Arecent combination has come to 
light, which shows no little ingenuity on the 
part of those engaged in robbing the treas- 
ury. Somehundred packages of high cost 
goods which arrived by the Yucatan, and by 
the Saratoga three days afterwards a like 
number, seemingly of the same kind and 
quality of merchandise, being landed near 
to each other on the wharf they would 
await the visit of the inspector, and just be- 
fore he came the high-priced goods would be 
dispatched and the goods of lesser value left 
for inspection and to be assessed at a lower 
rate of duty.

This affair, which resulted in the deatù of five 
persons, bad its origin in the great strike of 

miners at Carmaux last autum. Much 
bitter feeling was engendered by the strike 
and Baron Kelle, the Chairman of the princi- 
palmining company involved, incurred the 
special hatred of the strikers through his 
frm refusal to concede any of their 
demands. Early on the morning of Nov. 8 
the cashier of the Carmaux Mining Company. 
whose head offices are at No. I Avenue de 
Opera, discovered as he was entering the 
buliding a suspicious looking vessel resem- 
blingasaucepan. He called Garin, a porter, 
who carried the vesselto the Commissariat 
of police, While the officers were examining 
the thingit exploded with terrific violence, 
completely wrecking the building and killing 
M. Roussel, the chief clerk ; M. Fornemorein, 
under bricadief of police; M. Reaux,aconsta- 
ble; M. Trautet, an inspector, and Garin, the 
porter. The bodies were frightfally man- 
gied. The only clew which the police ob- 
t®ined was given by H. Lefrapper, a director 
of the Carmaux Mining Co., who stated that 
as he was leaving the company’s offices on 
the preceding day, he saw a woman with 
her head covered with a shawl as though to 
disguise herself, going up the staircase, as 
he was coming down. She carried a basket 
with her from which protruded a curiously 
shaped article, wrapped in a newspaper. 
Tus police had no doubt that this woman 
was the tool selected by certain of the Oar- 
maux strikers to cause an explosion at the 
company’s offices and to kill Baron Reile. 
The discovery of the bomb by the cashier 
frustrated this plan, but resulted in the kill - 
ing of Gve persons who were in no way in- 
terested in the Carmaux troubles. 


RIOTING IN BELGIUM, 


KILLED AND WOUNDED IN A BATTLE BETWEEN 
STRIKERS AND GENDARMES. 


BRUSSELS, April 15.—The most serious dis- 
turbance that has yet occurred during the 
agitation against the Chamber of Deputies 
for rejecting the universal suffrage bill took 
place last night at Jolimon. In a fight be- 
tween the strikers and the gendarmes one 
woman was killed and three strikers seri- 
ously wounded, The strikers had been act- 
ing disorderly all day, and at night began to 
assem bie in great numbers. The gendarmes at - 
tempted to disperse themjand met with strong 
resistance. In the mob of rioters were a 
number of women, who encouraged the men 
to give battle to the police. Spurred on by 
these women, the strikers fought desper- 
ately, when the gendarmes attempted to 
drive them from the streets. Clubs and 
stones were freely ueed, and there 
was a prospect of the mob getting 
the upper hand of the gendarmes, when 
the order was given for the latter to draw 
their swords and charge the crowd. The 
order was at once obeyed and, slashing right 
and left, the gendarmes mowed through the 
mob, which broxe and scattered in every 
direction, hurling stones and other missiles 
before they ran. After the rioters were d‘s- 
persed it was found that one of the women 
had been slashed with a sword and killed 
and three of the strikers seriously injured. 
The affair has caused great excitement and 
further trouble is apprehended. 

The labor leaders, many of whom are So- 
clalists, are strivingin every way to make 
the strike general. In Ghent their efforts 
are meeting with some success, and every 
day fresh accessions are gained by the strik- 
ers. Thesituationisacute, but the Govern- 
ment is viligant. The strikers in Ghent are 
causing great excitement in the town. 
Among the men who have quit work are a 
large number of weavers. The more orderly 
persons engaged in that occupation re- 
fused to join the strikers, and this fact 
greatly incensed the strikers. To-day 
the latter determined to force 
working weavers to leave their looms, and 
in consequence a bloody riot ensued. The 
rioters, numbering hundreds, attacked the 
workers and injured many of them. The 
police were promptly on the scene, but they 
were powerless to handle the mob. The 
strikers, alded by the usualcrowd of loafers 
and vagavonds, turned on the police, and 
though the latter nad the advantage of 
being armed, they were put to rout. Two 
captains of police were quite badly wounded 
presumably by the stones fred at them. The 
entire portion of tae city in which the dis- 
turbance occurred was in an uproar. The 
strikers, afterthe retreat ofthe police, took 
possession of the quarter and acted ina most 
disgraceful manner. 

The civil authorities finding that tne riot 
was growing worse every minute, called up- 
on the military foraid. Under orders from 
the centralauthority, which appears to 
realize the gravity of the movements, the 
troops were ready to renderassistance when- 
ever called upon. Adetachment of calvary 
was ordered to disperse the mob. They at 
once proceeded to the scene of the rioting and 
upon the order to disperse being greeted with 
derisive yeils, they charged the mob. The 
latter fled precipitately when they saw. the 
calvary men riding with drawn swords upon 
them and sougut refuge in houses and alley- 
ways. Not all escaped, however, some of 
the less tleet of foot were knocked down and 
trampled upon by the horses while others 
were struck by swords and badly hurt.

A BOND ISSUE. 


The Treasury Gold Box Light and 
the Debt to Be Increased. 


Preparations at Washington Looking 
to This End Advancing. 


GOLD CERTIFICATES NOT TO BE ISSUED 
AT THE SUB-TREASURY. 


The Country Practically On a Silver Basis, 
but the Probability Is It Will Not Be 
Long—Increased Shipments of the Yei- 
low Metal Force Secretary Carlisle to 
Act — Ex-Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue Miller HReturned te His Old 
Berth. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., April 15.—It seems es- 
tablished that 4 per cent bonds tothe amount 
of several million dollars are being prepared 
in the Treasury Department. The blank 
bonds were ordered printed during the Har- 
rison Administration as a precautionary 
measure. They are now being advanced some 
farther stages towards completion. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has power 
under the resumption act to issue these 
bonds at any time if the necessity arises, and 
if it should be deemed better to issue bonds 
than to break into the gold reserve. 

Secretary Carlisle has determined to issue 
no more gold certificates at present, and has 
so advised the Assistant Treasurer at New 
York. 

The law says the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall suspend the issue of gold certificates 
whenever the amount of gold in the Treasury 
reserve for the redemption of United States 
notes falls below $100,000,000. The Secretary 
said to-day that this point had very nearly 


been reached. 

In explaining his action on this subject, 
Secretary Carlisie said this afternoon that 
while the $100,000,000 gold reserve had not 
yet been reached it was so close to it that 
prudence distated that no more gold certif- 
cates should be issued. This announcement 
that, for the first time since specie shipments 
were restored, it was necessary to stop tle 
issue of gold certificates was followed 


by the rumor, which was heard at the Cap 


itoland elsewhere, that the President had 
decided to issue $6,000,000 of 4 per cent bonds 
to protect the gold reserve in case it became 
necessary. Secretary Carlisle was asked: 

es the rumor that $6,000,000 of bonds have 
been issued true?“ 

He repliea: ‘‘Six millions of bonds have 
not been issued. 

It was ascertained subsequently that the 
precautionary measures, which had been 
commenced under the Harrison administra- 
tion, of 1 22 to meet an emergency by 
the issue of bonds, it necessary, had been 
carried a step further under the present ad- 
ministration. 

Recognizing the fact that the preparation 
of — was a matter of time, Secretary 
Charles Foster had directed the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing to prepare a large 
number of bonds bearing 4 per cent 
interest, as authorized by the re- 
demption act; it was earned that 

000,000 of these bonds were now being 
advanced further stages to completion; if it 
should be deemed necessary and proper to 
issue them or any part of them, rather than 
to break in upon the gold reserve, the 
emergency could be met with the least possi- 
ble delay. 


ON A SILVER BASIS. 
WILL ISSUE NO MORE GOLD 
CERTIFICATES. 

New York, April 15.—Instructions were re- 
ceived atthe Sub-Treasury to-day from Sec- 
retary Carlisle that no more gold certificates 
Will be issued by the Treasury. The idea is 
based on the lawof July 21, 1882. This pro- 
vides that no gold certificates shall De is- 
sued after the net gold inthe Treasury shall 
be reduced to $100,000,000. The importance of 
the order lies in the fact that itis the frst 
public acknowledgment by the Government 
of the depleted condition of the Treasury. 
The continual gold exports have reduced the 
free gold in the Treasury to 5100, 000, 000. The 


export of about $3,000,000 gold on to-day’s 
steamer has reduced the Government’s free 
gold below the $100,000,000 line for the first 
time since the resumption of specie payment 
="

hig was not generally known 
in Wall street until after the close of busi- 
ness, but was every where discussed later on. 
Under the new ruling persons depositing 
gold bullion with the ‘ireasury will have to 
accept either gold coin or legal tender notes. 
One tender of gold bullion was made tothe 
Assay Office to-day, andthe depositor chose 
to take greenbacks in exchange for his order 
on the 8ub-Treasury. Those of the New York 
banks which have been hoarding gold coin 
will now find themselves compelied to either 
bring the actualcoin intouse or otherwise 
exchange their gold for greenbacks. 

It is thought tnat Secretary Carlisle had 
this idea in mind in issuing this order, though 
it was, of course, secondary to the aciual 
condition of the Treasury free gold. 

The $100,000,000 free gold in the Treasury has 
been kept in a special fund since tue re- 
sumption of specie payment as a reserve for 
the $846,000,000 of greenbacks now in citcula- 
tion, The gold reserve is not held by law, 
but it has always been considered by the 
Treasury that such an amiount should re- 
tained for the purpose of a greenback re- 
serve, Nothing definite could be learned in 
Wall street as to the intentions of secretary 
Carlisie, now that official prominence has 
been given tothe condition of the Treasury. 

Well informed Wall street menthink that 
the next step will be an order to cease payin 

Id in exchange tor the Ireasury notes o 
2800. and ssibly also in exchange for 
greenbacks which are payable in coin, though 
the latter has always been construed to mean 
gold. The gold which has been taken for 
export during the past three months has 
been taken by the deposit with the Sub- 
treasury of Treasury notes and greenbacks. 
If ld will no longer be issued against these 
notes the country will practically beon a 
silver basis.

John H. Wise is a brother of Congressman 
George D. Wise of Virginia. He is a native 
of the Old Dominion but has resided in Call- 
fornia for many years, and is a man of 
means and position. The appointment was 
not solicited by the California Congressional 
delegation but, when advised thatit was to 
be made, they acquiesced in it. 


THE FLAG INCIDENT AT HONOLULU.

BOUTELLE RAGING. 


THE HONOLULU FLAG EPISODE EXCITES HIs 
GALL AND WORMWOOD. 


BANGOR, Me., April 15.—The action taken 
by Commissioner Blount in Honolulu has ex- 
cited Congressman Boutelle to frenzy and 
to-day he published an attack upon the Dem- 
ocratic party which has not been equaled in 
virulence since he made his famous attack 
on James G. Blaine. 

Mr. Boutelle says editorially in his newspa- 
per, under the caption ‘‘Hauling Down the 
American Flag: 
the act cannot fail to remind our people of the per- 
sistent hostility to the United States fag manifested 
by the Democratic party as an organiz- 
ation and by the men who have controlled it 
during and since the rebellion. They began haul- 
ing down“ the flag at Sumter over thirty years ago, 
and they seem unable to overcome their aversion to 
it,even when by some midsummer madness they have 
gotten fullcontrol ofthe goed government they so 
desperately strove to destroy. 

President Cleveiand in his first term tried to take 
from the goverument the flags captured by the brave 
defenders of the Union to give them back to the un- 
reasonable rebeis from whom they were taken at 
the cost of more than 300,000 loyal lives. He has 
already distinguished his second term in the 
same line by sending a Confederate Demoerat to 
the Pacific to insult our loyal aud distinguished Min- 
ister, and put an affront upon our gallant navy, 
by ha ling down the American flag in the 
presence of the representatives of other nations, 
alleager to see the srmbo! of their Government 
waving from the staff where our own hed been 
floating in undtspute aathority. 

Mr. Cleveland's feelings toward the flag are seem- 
ingly very much asthey were in the great rebellion 
and his own fret term, and having sur- 
rounded himself and flied the most important 
posts abroud with men whospent years of 
their lives in hating it and st.ooting at its de- 
fenders, he will probably enjoy reading 
the report of its humiliation al- 
most as much as his Georgia 
Commissioner enjoyed embracing the first oppor tu- 
nity he ever had to haul down the American lag.

NOTHING NEW OR GRAVE 


Herr Miquel’s Bill Modifging the Law of 
Dir-ct Taxation—The Berlin Foreign 
Office Ccncerned About Events in Bel- 
g ſlum— The Coup at Belgrade the Re- 
sult of Intricue 


BERLIN, April 15.—The method followed in 
the Reichstag this week in enforcing the 
rules of procedure in the case of the Jew- 
baiter, Ahlwardt, will confirm his followers 
in their belief that the House wants to throw 
aside the accusations without hearing them: 
Many members regret that rope enough was 
not given Ahlwardt as soon as the 
| Reichstag resumed its sitting after the Easter 
recess, to hang himself. The intensity of the 
public excitement over the affair was 
abundantly evidenced when the House met 
on Monday, when Ahlwardt, according to 
his promise, was to submit the proofs of om - 
cial corruption, The galleries were packed 
with eager listeners. 

Yesterday there wasa repetition of the 
scene, but as Ahlwardt could not obtain a suf- 
ficient number of votes to carry a motion 
for the appointment of a committee to ex- 
amine his documents they were doomed to 
disappointment. In face of the ferment that 
Ahlwardt has caused, the President of the 
Reichstag would have shown better 
tact if he had less rigidly followed 
the rules of procedure, which, in 
this case, froze Ahlwardt out. At a 
meeting of his supporters, held subsequent 
to this accident, inthe Reichstag, Ahlwardt 
seized the occasion to declare that he was 
debarred both from producing the docu- 
ments and from speaking because certain 
m embers of the Government feared the dis- 
closure he could make. He further said that 
leading members of the House were jealous 
of his growing influence, and concurred in 
the conspiracy of silence organized against 
him. 

The facts of the incident are that on Thurs- 
day Ahlwardt apprised the President of the 
Reichstag of his intention to lay the docu- 
ments on the table and to make a speech ex- 
plaining them before the House proceeded to 
the order of the day. He further desired that 
the papers should not be referred to the per- 
manent committee, but toa special commit- 
tee of twenty-one, in which the Social- 
ists and Anti-Semites should be fully repre- 
sented. Before the House resumec business 
yesterday the Senioren, or Permanent Com- 
mittee, advised President Von Levetzow to 
direct Ahiwardat to lay his documents on the 
table, without speaking, leaving the House 
to decide upon their reference to a com- 
mittee. 

When the President entered Ahlwardt 
handed hima copy of the declarations he 
wanted to make in producing the papers. 
Ahlwardt was advised regarding the de- 
cision of the Senioren Committee and he, 
thereupon, refused to proceed. Whether or 
not he knew that the course he proposed to 
take was certain to lead bim to a collision 
with the rules of procedure,

Events in Belgium are giving the foreign 
Offices here greater anxiety than the Servian 
coup d’etat, tnough it is known to have been 
hatched in Paris in the Russian interest, An 
armed confilct over the popular de- 
mand for a revision of the Belgian 
Constitution, resulting in revolution and 
the placing in power of allies of France, 
isso within the bounds of probability that 
French papers are already indulging in sur- 
mises as to what Germany would do in the 
event of the monarchy in Belgium being sub- 
merged. Reports are credited in some French 
organs that a compact between Emperor 
William and King Leopold arranges 
for the German occupation of Belgium 
within a day if a revolution threatens to 
overthrow the King. These reports are con- 
sidered here as nonsense. Whatever internal 
convulsions may occur in Belgium, itis the 
official opinion here that Germany will ab- 
solutely hold aloof, unless France connives 
at assisting a revolution. 

Ex-King Milan telegraphed M. Dokitch 
last night, congratulating him upon the suc- 
cessful issue of the coup In Servia. The event 
has importance as a possibile factor in 
early disturbances on the Bulgarian 
frontier, which will invoive the at- 
tention of Germany and Austria, 
the chief nations of the Dreibund. Some 
inkling of the coup appears to have reached 
M. Stambouloff,the Bulgarian Prime Minis- 
ter, before his recent audience with the Em- 
peror Francis Joseph at vienna. According 
to seml-official advices from the Austrian 
Capital, the Emperor during this interview 
promised the support of Bulgaria. while 
advising that that country preserve its 
pacific policy, refraining from everything 
tending to provoke a conflict with Servia or 
increase the difficulties with Russia, M. 
Stambouloff, among other assurances, de- 
clared that the reports that the marriage of 
Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria would be fol- 
lowed by a proclamation of Bulgarian inde- 
pendence, in no way corresponded with the 
intention of the Government. 

The Wiener Tageblatt says that an inter 
view between Emperor Francis Joseph and 
the Czar has been definitely arranged. The 
developments in Bulgaria and Servia, making 
the policy of the sovereigns more obvi- 
ously divergent, renders such a conference 
almost impossible as Emperor William left 
Berlin yesterday for Swimemunde. At 8 
o’clock this morning he sailed for Kiel, 
where he will inspect the North Canal 
his return he will proceed to Rome.

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HAWAII AND THE ANNEXATION POLICY 

The withdrawal of the American protect- 
orate from the Hawaiian Islands was a 
manly and self-respecting act. All the 
evidence points to the conclusion that the 
protectorate was not originally established 
in good faith, but was merely a part of a 
conspiracy in which Minister Stevens, and 
perhaps some politicians in Washington, 
were not deadheads. So far as can be 
learned it served only the purposes of a 
cabal, and was not intended to preserve 
Hawaiiar peace in the interest of the Ha- 
waiian people. Commissioner Blount’s 
prompt action puts the matter in a shape 
in which it can be considered without 
prejudice or bias in favor of either of the 
Hawaiian parties.

THE SABBATH WAS MADE FOR MAN. 

In aninterview published the other day 
Bishop Spalding of Peoria said some very 
plain and sensible things concerning Sun- 
day observance with particular reference 
to the unwise action of the authorities in 
closing the World's Fair on that day. In 
the course of this interview he said: 

Ihope some means can yet be devised 
through which the Fair will be opened Sun- 
day. There will be thousands of visitors 
here, and with the saloons and places of vice 
being wide open while the gates of the Fair 
are shut, Ifear there will be cause for regret 
that the Exposition was closed. 

I believe that all museums and libraries 
should be open Sundays. They act as educa- 
tors, and no one disputes the fact that they 
elevate mankind. If puritanical customs 
must prevail, why not close the public parks 
on Sundays? 

If Christian ministers insist on closing the 
gates of the Exposition, workingmen will 
belleve that the Church has no sympathy 
with them, and the influence the Church now 
has among them will be almost entirely 
destroyed, 

There is sound sense as well as religious 


feeling in this. Rightdoing is determined 
in the long run by right thinking, and no 
means should be spared to train the popu- 
lar mind by contact with the best the 
world of thought contains. The purifica- 
tion of taste goes hand in hand with the 
purification of morals, if indeed it is not 
one of the conditions precedent to correct 
ideas on moral questions. A boy whose 
taste for good books, or good pictures, or 
good music is carefully cultivated will not 
feel the same temptation to indulge the 
grosser craving for vicious delights which 
often brings ruin to so many. who never 
know the profit derived from intellectual 
pleasures. 

The warning contained in the last para- 
graph of the above extract should be 
thoughtfully considered by Christian min- 
isters. It isa fact recognized by every 
one in this country and in England that 
it is not good to alienate the workingmen 
from the churches. They are beginning 
tolook uponthechurch as indifferent to 
their welfare if not inclined to abandon 
the masses for the sake of the wealthy 
classes, and the workingmen have some- 
how been led to believe that the church is 
behind the Sunday closing movement. 
This isnot afair judgment because the 
act of a few thousand overzealous Sabba- 
tarians certainly does not indicate the at- 
titude of the churches themselves, but it 
is enough to exasperate those who suffer 
from itandis likely to widen the breach 
whichis already too wide. Many repre- 
sentative churchmen, Protestant and 
Catholic, have spoken justas plainly as 
Bishop Spalding on the subject and to the 
same effect.

GAMBIER IN COMMERCE, 


A Much Used Product About 
Little Is Known. 

There are perhaps few substances more 
widely, ifindirectly, used and at the same 
time less known to those outside the imme- 
diate industry concerned than gambier. The 
very name is unfamiliar to the general 
public, while any knowledge of the origin 
and mode of preparation of gambler is un- 
common, 

Gambier is very extensively employed in 
the dyeing and tanning industries, and a 
large number of materials and articles of 
daily use have in the course of their manu- 
facture been treated with the substance 


under consideration. Gambier is, moreover, 
a Valuable medicine, andthe more carefully 
prepared qualities are largely used in cases 
of diarrhea, dysentery, relaxed throat, etc. 

Similar*in chemical composition to ordi- 
nary catechu, mbier ts obtained by boiling 
the leaves and twigs of the uncaria gambir 
plant, a native ofthe East, and found either 
wild or cultivated in the Straits Settiements 
and Johore, as well as in Java and Sumatra, 
Uncaria gambir belongs to the natural order 
rubilaces®, in which are also embraced the 
cinchonas or quinine- yielding Nr as well 
as coffee, The flowers are small and crowded 
together, and the plant itself isa strong, 
shrubby climber. Gambier appears to have 
been used in India tor dyeing purposes from 
avery remote period, Dut its introduction 
into Europe commenced with the present 
century. 

The manufacture of gambierts still con- 
ducted on very primitive lines and with the 
crudest appliances. A plantation is gener- 
ally cropped some eighteen months after be- 
ing new yay and cropping may be repeated 
as often as four times a year, the operation 
— ofttimes conducted with no sparing 
hand. The remaining process is exceedingly 
simple. The leaves, twigs, etc., are bolled 
ina rough caldron until the water ia which 
they are stee becomes syrup. The extract 
is then drawn off, cooled and stirrea until 
crystallization commences. The gambier is 
then cut by hand into cubes, dried either by 
simple exposure to the air or by smoke, and 

ed in mats for exportation. 

The life ofa gambier * 8 averages 
only some ten years, and in fifteen years at 
latest itisabandoned. The capital required 
is very small, and the returns are rapid; 
hence the favor with which the industry is 
5 dy the Chinese.

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Execution of James Scott for 
Murder of His Landlord.

SPOKE FROM THE GALLOWS, BUT DID 
NOT CONFE&S HIS GUILT. 


Death by Strangulation Ensued Twenty 
Minutes After the Drop Fell—A Drug- 
gist Murdered—River Thieves Caught 
—PFeing Tried for Arsonm—-A Mayor 
Threatened—General Orime. 


TILER, Tex., April 15.—The execution of 
James Scott, who murdered his landlord, 
Mr. Ourtis, July 12, 1892, took place here to- 
day without incident. For some time past 
Scott has been shown every kindness and not 
longisince he professed religion, but refused 
to confess his gullt of the crime for which he 
was hanged to-day. The prisoner was 
taken tothe scaffold about 1:30 p. m. and bo- 
fore the adjustment of the capand rope he 
made an address of half an hour’s duration, 
speakingina rambling, meaningless way. 
Then Sherif!’ Reagan of Rusk pinioned his 
arms and legs and adjusted the Diack cap 
andtherope. At2:15 Sherif! Smith cut the 
rope, the drop fell, and though the neck was 
not broken, death by strangulation ensued 
intwenty minutes. The execution was wit- 
nessed by 3, 000 people. 


Scott was a renter ot land from Mr. Curtis 
and was to make the crop on halves. The 
men quarreled over a settlement of their ac- 
counts. 

On July 12 of last year, in the morning 
early, Mr. Curtis, who was about 75 years 
old, got on his horse, and in his shirt sleeves 
and unarmed, rode over to Scott’s house, 
some 600 yards distant from his own. The 
evidence of Scott's tamily was that Scott and 
Curtis quarreled, but that the latter rode off 
and as he reached about 8 yards from Scott's 
house Scott fired the contents of one barrel 
of his gun into the back and side of the old 
man’s head. Scott's oon statement, made 
to the first negro he met, was that when Cur- 
tis fell he saw the old man struggling as he 
lay on the ground, and then he jumped over 
the fence and fred the contents of the re- 
. barrel of his gun into his victim’s 

ead. 

Scott wassoon after arrested, tried, con- 
victed and sentenced to hang on April 
But the Governor grented bim arespite to 
April 15. This excited much indignation, and 
on the day first appointed for the execution 
a large crowd gathered in Taylor, and for a 
time it was thought the jail would be at- 
tacked and the prisoner hanged by a mob. 

That night Gov. Hogg was hanged in em 
on the very scaffold on which Scott was 
have been executed.

THE NEXT GREAT WAR. 


Troops Now Stationed on the Franco-Ger- 
man and Ru sia German Frontiers. 
Written for the SUNDAY POsT-DISPATCH. 

Ot late the public has more than ever fol- 
lowed with attentive interest the movement 
of the troops in Central Europe. 

Aside from increases of army forces, espe- 
cially in Germany, the distribution of the 
military troops of the great powers over that 
territory, which it is expected will be the 
scene of the next great European war, has 
become an object of the watchfyl interest of 
the people in general. 

The entire frontier of France, from Verdun 
and Montmedy in the North to Belfort in the 
south, on the French side is fully garrisoned 
with a total of forty-five regiments of in- 
fantry, fourteen regiments of cavalry and 
sixteen regiments of field artillery. From 
Belgium to Switzerland every point of 
vantage is well guarded, and Verdun, Nancy, 
Lunevilie, Epinal and Belfort are especially 
well equipped. 

The German boundaries are equally well 
picketed on the other side of the line which 
divides these two inimical countries, al- 
though France hasthe advantage of possess- 
ing ten fortresses of first tothird rank along 
its frontier, while Germany has to content 
herself with six. Thetroops stationed from 
Diedenhof and Mets inthe North to Muehl- 
hausen in the South number inthe agegre- 
gate thirty-six regiments of infantry, fifteen 
regiments of cavalry and eighteen regiments 
of field artillery. The main force of the Ger- 
man army is concentrated inthe North over 
the same territory which marked the break- 
ing out ofthe last War and where the first 
battles were fought. 

On the Russian frontier Germany ts not as 
formidably guarded as on the French, while 
on the other hand Russia has gathered large 
forces ondts own side of the line and 18. con- 
stantly moving her troops in that direction. 
Silesia is the best guarded German province 
on account of its peculiar situation, project- 
ing far into the. boundaries of opposing 
powers, and by comparison occupying the 
same position which pertains to the Govern- 
ment of Warsaw on Kussian domain. From 
the Northern stronghold, to Kreuzburg and 
Pless in the South, the German army on the 
frontier opposite the Czar’s, numbers forty- 
seven regiments of infantry, twenty one 
regiments of cavalry and seventeen -regi- 
ments of field artillery. 

The fortress of Keenigsburg is the most 
tormida biy protected polut on the whole line. 

Russia has concentrated her principal 
military strength at Wliina, Warsaw and 
Kiew, and has of late Moved not less than 


nfantry, two brigades of 


the posses summoned to their 


brigades of field artillery, and several 
brigades of engineer troops. When it is ex- 
plained that a division organized as a fleld 
army comprises four regiments and a 
brigade two, the comparative strength of 
Russia and Germany on that boundary is 
very apparent. 

Compared withthe French frontier, Rus- 
sia on its line has but few fortresses, but the 
Pripet swamps in the North are a natural 
fortification of enormous significance in case 
ofaninvasion. Besides, Russia has built up 
anet-work of railways which from nearly 
every point On the frontier have direct con- 
nection with St. Petersburg and Moscow. 
The main force of the Russian army is 
stationed within a radius of i125 miles along 
the German- Austrian frontier which is con- 
sidered the most dangerous point. 


JAY GOULD’s NARROW ESCAPE.

What Is Required of the Men Who Man- 
age the Locomotives.

The part which Federal Judges Rick and 
Taft have played in the strike which resulted 
from the demand ofthe engineers on the Ann 
Arbor road attracts peculiar interest to the 
class of labor involved in the struggle. 

The hours that a railroad engineer works. 
the remuneration that he receives and the 
conditions under which he is placed, 
vary very much with the  differ- 
ent rallroads. In all instances, however, 
the responsibility placed upon him is very 
great indeed, far greater in fact than that a 
man is called upon to assume in any 
of the ordinary avocations of ute. 
This work can never be shirked. He 
must bring his train in on schedule 
time, and bring it In safely, without mishap. 
A few failures to do this and he finds bimself 
discharged and without the possibility of se- 
curing work upon another road. No rallroad 
can afford to keep a man who is other than 
absolutely reliable. 

To become a full-fledged er requires 
no little preparation. As a rule a man must 
serve a term of from three to five years as 
fireman before he is —— As a fireman 
his work Hes principally in coaling and at- 
tending to the fires, no light 
task especially upon a fast train, and in 
cleaning and olling the engine under the di 
rection of the engineer. hould a man as 
fireman take an interest in his work and 
show a desire to learn, the engineer will, as 
arule, impart what knowledge he can 
and will allot him some more import- 
ant tasks, as for instance the 
care of the pum and the reguiating of the 
water in the boller.

THE EADS JETTIES. 


Not Sufficient Depth of Water in the 
South Pess for Big Ships. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., April 15.—The require- 
ments of the contract between the Eads 
Jetty Improvement Co. and the United 
States Government has been recently a sub- 
ject of consideration by the ship brokers and 
agents of New Orleans. The matter has 
been broughtup throughareport thatthe 
depth of water in the South Pass channel 


has recently, in some places, not been in ac- 
cordance with the contract and thatas a 
consequence several large vessels drawing 
twenty-six feet of water dragged through 
channel where, it is said, the 
depth should have been thirty feet. 
Several secret meetings of gentlemen 
interested in shipping have been held at 
which the alleged depreciation in the depth 
of the channel was thoroughly discussed. It 
was finally agreed that the War Department 
should be notified of this condition of affairs, 
and a communication bearing upon the sub- 
ject was sent to the secretary. Those who 
took partinthe conference are not willing 
to speak of the matter untllareply has been 
received, when they will know just what 
action can be taken. They did not belléve 
that agitation ofthe matter in the commun- 
ity would do any good at the present time, 
but on the contrary would work injary to 
this port. The gentlemen who took part in 
the conferences were not atalisure that 
there wasinthe contract a clause requiring 
a depth of thirty feet in the pass other than 
atthe jetties. ‘chat was one of the points on 
which they desired information. Naturally 
if the depth was not malntained in the chan- 
nel this side of the jetties there would be 
serious trouble, for vessels to reap the ad- 
vantage of the jetties required sufficient 
watertoreachthem. Ocean-going steamers 
are constantly growing larger, andif they 
could not clear from New Orleans with full 
cargoes they would gotoother places. Asa 
matter of fact the question was one of more 
interest tothe city than to the owners and 
agentsof the vessels. It issaid that con- 
tractors are required to keep the channel 26 
feet deep and not less than 200 feet wide at 
the bottom and having through ita central 
depth of 30 feet without regard to width 
through the jetties. It is also said that there 
have been times when this channel has not 
been maintained throughout and that reduc- 
tions have been made upon the payment due 
the improvement company. 


MARTIN LUTHER. 


A Lineal Descendant of the Great Man 
Living in Foverty. 


New Yorn, April 15.—A direct lineal de- 
#scendant of Martin Luther and bearing the 
name of Martin Luther resides in abject pov- 
erty inan old ramshackle butiding at Union 
Course, L. I., near the passenger platform 
ofthe rapid transit trains. He lived until 
lately in the building that was used for union 
religious services, George E. Tilley of Ja- 


maica made his acquaintance some time ago. 
Mr. Luther declares that he left Mohra, in 
Saxe-Meiningen, Germany, twenty years 
ago. His home was in a large house next to 
the parsonage. ip front of the house stands 
a statue of Martin Luther. This bouse has 
been an ancestral home for nerations. 
Biographies of Martin Luther describe him 
as having deen born at Eiselben. His father 
left Mohra for Eiselben tu work in the cop- 
per mines. A biography of Martin Luther 
states thatthere are now three families of 
the name of Lutberin Mohra. This place is 
onthe highway leading from Eisenach to 
Sals ungen. The village stands away from 
the road atthe foot of a hill, one of the 
mountain spurs which the Thuringtan forest 
projects to the valley of the Werra River,

ENGLISH OCCUPATION OF THE COUNTRY 
NOT NECESSARY NOW. 


But the British Have Given Valuable Aid 
to the Government— Their Leaving 
Would Not Be Followed by a French 
Invasion—Nor Would the Turks Dare 
Attempt to Ocoupy the Land. 


New Tonk, April 15.—The following cor- 
respondence from Cairo, Egypt, is printed 
here under date of March 22: 

His Excellency Tig Rane Pacha, the Egyp- 
tian Minister of Foreign Affairs, obliged me 
with an audience to-day. Like most of his 
official compatriots he charmed me by his 
tact, his simple kindness and distinction. 
He is asparely built, tall, thoughtful, intel- 
lectual man of about 50. We talked in 
English, over cigarettes and coffee, and al- 
though our conversation was informal, it 
touched on many points of genuine interest. 
The high position of his excellency forced 
him to observe a certain well defined reserve 
in the discussion of some subjects, 
but I am not betraying his trust in 
giving you, if not a strictly literal, 
at least a general notion of what passed be- 
tween us. We foreigners, said I, bear 
more than one side of the Egyptian question. 
We know the French and the English views. 
But we rarely hear what the Egyptians think. 
We do not get at the real heart of Egypt.’’ 

That istrue,’’ said his excellence, and 
much of what is told in foreign papers is 
misleading and inaccurate. To read, for in- 
stance, what the English papers print, you 
would suppose that we were in a state not 
far from insurrection. Now Iask you if you 
have seen anything at all like disorder here 
Have you known foreigners to be attacked as 
the daily London Graphic falsely said that a 
young lady. was at Shephearda’s? Have you 
even heard of any insult to strangers in the 
streets? Of course not. There has been no 
single instance of disorder. And if, as you 
percieve, all is so calm, it is superfiuous to 
add that all is calmer inthe Egyptian prov- 
inces. 

»The Dervishes? Oh, they area long way 
off—beyond Wady Halfa. 

»In your opinion were those reinforce- 


ments needed?“ 

would rather not give a direct answer to 
that question. Look about you and judge 
for yourself. The Egyptians are made 
up of various peoples, and chiefly of the 
Fellaheen, Copts and Bedouins. The Copts, 
who mostly live in Upper Egypt, are 
Christians. Neither among them nor in 
Lower Egypt is there any sign of fanaticism, 
or of objection tothe foreigner per se. For 
many years before the English landed, as 
long ago, indeed, as in the times of Mehemet 
All, we had employed foroigners—English, 
French, Italians, Germans and Americans. 
They acted more or less for the Egyptian 
Government as educators. They were chosen 
with a view to their fitness for serious 
duties which they were required 
to render in organizing particular 
brauches of the Government service. As 
they did not oversteptheir places they were 
thoroughly at one with ourselves In short 
they were Egyptian functionaries in the 
strict sense of the werds, and we did not ask 
their nationalities. Then, too. ihey were 
less numerous than now. 

„And now?’’ I echoed. 

**Well, now things seem much changed, 
replied his excellency. * 

**But coula ou do without foretgn—that is 
without English—assistance?’’ 

That would depend on how things were 
prepared,’’ wasthereply. ‘‘And if by as- 
sistance you mean an occp pation, 
let me remark that there are two 
ways of occupying Egypt. There is 
a civil and there is a military occupation. 
We do not in the least object to the assistance 
of civilians. We are quite willing to admit 
their usefulness.’’ 

Does your excellency foresee the time 
when it will be possible for Egypt to dispense 
with military help?’’ 

All true Egyptians foresee that, Said the 
Pacha with much dignity. It is only a 
question of how earnestly the present policy, 
which contemplates an eventual evacuation, 
is carried out. 

But in the meantime,’’ I suggested, you 
allow no doubt that Enviand has done much 
to set things right here. 

„Me are indebted to her for a good deal,“ 
said the Pacha. She has helped to drill our 
troops. And, in passing, I may draw your 
attention to the fiDe appearance and the 
sturdy bearing of our young recruits. 
And she has introduced much greater regu- 
larity in the collection of the taxes on the 
plan institutec by the dual control.“

Several Towns in France Already 
Touched by the Dread Pest, While in 
Russia Ite Ravages Are on the In- 
crease ~ The Invasion Spreading 
Across the Galician Border on Its 
March to Vienna — Miss Cleveland 
Hears Speeches in the British Par- 


liament. 


Lowpox, April 15.—Practically nobody in 
Europe is going to the World's Fair. That is 
to say none of the class of people who travel 
first-class. Here are the exact facts as gath- 
ered by careful inquiry. The steamship 
companies know everybody who is going, 
because the only way to get across the At- 
lanticis through them, Yet thereis nota 
single line that has booked half a dozen extra 
passengers on account of the World's Fair. 
The returning crowd of Americans, who 
nearly always take the precaution to engage 
rooms for the return in advance, have more 
than three-quarters filled all the large vessels 
up tothe last of September. At the Ameri- 
can I ine, at the Cunard line, atthe White 
Star line, advance bookings are said to be 
about the same as last year and if possiblea 
little lighter. In France the French line om 
Clals make the same report, and in Germany 


both the Hamburg-American and the North 


German Lioyd agents told your corres pond- 
ent that they expected flew passengers for 
the World's Fair. Thus far practically no 
rooms have been engaged. Any persons 
going between now and September would 
have already engaged passage. 

At the same time, the tide of travel this 
way threatens to be somewhat lighter. Not 
because of the World's Fair so much as for 
fear of a cholera outbreak. Tradesmen in 
Paris had a very bad season last year because 
of the scourge, and most of them cannot 
stand asecond badsummer. The absence of 
Americans two seasons in succession means 
bankruptcy for them, and they were all tak- 
ing a gloomy view of the situation when seen 
by your correspondent this week. The same 
istrueinaless degree of English shoppers. 
That most of Europe is to have a second vis- 
itation of cholera everybody who has studied 
the subject Grmly believes. The disease has 
Already reappeared on the Continent, even 
@arlier than experts anticipated. At 
Vorient, in France, in France, the cholera is 
as Virulent as it ever was last year. During 
the three weeks from March 10 to March 81 
there were 288 cases and 112 deaths there, 
and during the nine days from April 1 
to April 9 there were 188 cases and 66 
deaths. On the 10th 61 new cases were 
reported and this is in a town of less than 
10,000 inhabitants. There is not much trade 
between L’Orient and England, but the re- 
ports showthat the epidemic is gradually 
Working Ks way up toward those ports, 
which are in daily communication with these 
islands. The port of Quimbeur in France is 
infected as are several smaller towns, The 
newspapers andthe Government of France 
geemto be bending their energies toward 
keeping this matter quiet. In Russia the 
Gholera continues, and its victims number 
hundreds, and the invasion has spread across 
the frontier into Galicia on its march toward 
Vienna. 

Queen Victoria has given np her projected 
Visit to Venice, because of these alarming re- 
ports of cholera. There was a falling of 
10,000 in the number of passengers who 
crossed the channel, or rather thers were so 
many peaple who did not cross the channel 
for fear of the cholera. This year the de- 
crease promises to be larger. The United 
States is carefully inspecting vessels which 
go out from here, and at Southampton have 
attached Dr. Pettus tothe American Oonsular 
staff to board all vessels clearing and to ex- 
amine all passengers and luggage. 

A BIT OF HISTORY MAKING. 

The making of history has been going on in 
asomewhat more melodramatic form than 
usual this week. Europe has gained a king 
in the good old-fashioned way. Sixteen- 
year-old Alexander of Servia decided Thurs.- 
day night that he was old enough to de King, 
“so he quietly invited the reigning regents to 
dinner, gave them a good meal, locked them 
up in his castle, and proclaimed himself 
King. Nobody objected except the regents 
and there is general rejoicingover gaining 
another monarch. In Belgium this pleasure 
is shown on the reverse side, the common

The vote will not be taken before next Fri- 
day;frst, because Mr. Gladstone believes 
this debate is strengthening the cause and, 
secondly, because the Speaker would not 
consent to cloture even {ff asked for. Mr. 
Gladstone intends tospeak again on Thurs- 
day or Friday, bat he will not wind up the 
debate according to custom, as his doctor 
forbids him to speak after dinner. There 1s 
one featureof all the Unionist speeches 
which is significant and hopeful. They one 
and alladmit, some expressly and some im- 
pliedly, that it this bill is passed it will be 
impossible to revert againto the old party 
positions on the Irish question and that home 
rule of some sort must be granted. The 
Unionists, if they get back to power, will 
make home rule as trivial as they dare, but 
the stronger the attitude and the fight made 
on this bill, the better terms they will offer 
in the general election. 

' 4 JACOBITE FAD. 

Some royal Englishmen are beginning to 
grow angry at seeing Queen Victoria's 
pictures upside down on letters posted by 
the latter-day Jacobites. These individuals 
who pretend to be intensely devoted tothe 
Gefunct House of Stuart, are treating the 
Government postage stamps in this dts- 
courteous fashion, while they put on their 
letters a Jacobite postage stamp with the 
portrait of the Bavarian Princess, Maria 
Theresa, who according to Jacobite customs, 
is the legitimate sovereign of Engiand. The 
general public have no objection to the 
Jacobites stamping their letters all over with 
portraits of a dosen princes, and the 
authorities feel much the same way as long 
as a genuine postage stamp is on the letter 
to carry it through the mails. But putting 
Queen Victoria’s portrait upside down is not 
considered exactly decorous, and it is ré- 
ported that steps will be taken to put an end 
to this pecullar from of the Jacobite fad. 

DRIFTING TO SOCIALISM. 

From New Zealand comes news that the 
people of that colony are rapidly drifting to- 
ward socialism. The legislators of New Zea- 
land are all the time experimenting, and 
their experiments are all inthe dtrection of 
state socialism. The eight-hour movement 
has-been carried through to a successful 
isene. and the weekly half-haliday for shop 
assistants has been legally enjoined. A la- 
bor bureau to find employment for people out 
of work has been in existence for nearly a 
year, and so many Dilis altering factory leg- 
islation aud affecting various trades have 
been brought forward that the conservative 
portion of the community is beginning to re- 
sist the encroachments on individual free- 
dom. At present, however, the labor social- 
ist element is inthe ascendant, and there is 
no telling where the legislative cure-all sys. 
tem will stop. 

BARON NASTINGS’ TRIAL. 

Sir George Manners Astley, who sits in the 
House of Lords as Baron Hastings, and who 
was convicted on March 2 last of having in- 
sulted a girl in Regents Park, and sentenced 
to pay a fine of £50, or to be imprisoned for 
three months, appealed against the sentence 
imposed upon him and to-day the appeal was 
heard. The girl who it is charged had been 
insulted, was the principal witness. She de- 
clared to-day that she did not consider Baron 
Hastings’ behavior indecent. A man named 
Wells, formerly a constable, was the person 
who had made the charge against Baron 
Hastings, and caused his arrest. He was 
compelled to admit that he had been dis- 
missed from the police force for seducing a 
girl under 13 years ofage. Counsel for Baron 
Hastings bandied this witness without 
gloves and showed dy his questions that he 
thoucht Wells frequented the parks for the 
purpose of levying blackmall upon men and 
women. This the witness denied, Dut it was 
evident from his own admission that his 
character was by no means good. The court 
quashed the conviction and Baron Hastings 
was discharged, 

THE SUTHERLAND CASE. 

The hearing of the celebrated Sutherland 
casein the Probate Court has brought to 
light the sensational statement that the dow. 
ager Duchess of Sutherland burned the court 
records, of which she had possession under 
an order permitting their inspection. The 
present Duke of Sutherland instituted pro- 
ceedings to overthrow the will made by his 
father in favor of the dowager Duchess, who 
is the late Duke's second wife, whom he 
married on March 4. 1889, she was Mary 
Caroline, widow of Arthur Kindersley Blair. 
The Duke was at the time about 61 years of 
age. 

The marriage led to bitter disputes betweon 
the late Duke and his second wife on the one 
hand, and the present Duke, then Marquis of 
Stafford, on the other hand, and the late 
Duke was greatly aggrieved by the hostile 
attitude of the Marquis. 

The late Duke died on Sept. 22, last, hav- 
ing made a will as favorable as possible to 
his second wife. A dispute almost immedi- 
ately began between the new Duke and dow- 
ager Duchess concerning the possession of 
one of the ducal seats, Tittensor Chase, near 
Trentham, and also concerning certain valu- 
able family heirlooms, The present Duke 
contested his father’s willandin the court 
to-day counsel in behalf of the present Duke 
asked that awrit of attachment be issued 
against the dowager Duchess, on the ground 
that having obtatned an order to inspect 
certain papers she had deliberately placed in 
the frea document which under the order 
he was permitted to inspect. 

Justice Jeune sald that the charge was a 
serious one. The Justice at once stopped the 
order of inspection and said that the dow- 
axer Duchess must make answer to the alle- 
gation on Tuesday next. The case was 
thereupon continued until that day.

They Are to Flay at the German Villate, 
a Private Enterprise—Customs Duties 
om Instruments to Be Also Evaded— 
Hull's Striking Dockmen—Other Labor 
Matters. } 


New York, April 15.—The Musical Mutual 
Protective Union claims to have discoverea 
anattemptto evade both the contract labor 
lawand the payment of lawful duties upon 
musical instruments. Secretary John Hunt 
ofthe union stated yesterday that more than 
one hundred musicians sailedfrom Europe 
last Saturday inthe Trave of the North- 
German Lloyd Line and are due here to-day. 
These men have been engaged in Germany by 
Karl and Hermann Wolff to play at the 
German Village in Chicago during the 
World's Fair. This German Village has 
no connection with the Fair, but is a 
sort of side show and a purely private enter- 
prise. The Wolff brothers represent a syndt- 
cate of which Henry Villard is said to be the 
financial backer. Mr. Hunt wrote to Mr. 
Villard asking ifthis were true and received 
ananswer simply saying: 1 am not im- 


‘porting German musicians,’’ 


This, Mr. Hunt belleves, is an evasion of 
his question and he declares that he is rell- 
ably informed that Mr. Villard is backing the 


enterprise. Mr. 
brothers’ advertisement in the German 
papers calling for musicians six feet high 
to play in America for 230 marks 
or $50 per month. He also has the affidavit of 
Carl Brosche, who came over some time ago 
in the Aller with Carl Wolk., saying that Mr. 
Wolff told him that the instruments and uni- 
forms of these men are not their property 
but belong to Mr. Wolff and his brother; that 
as soon as he is through with the men he will 
sell them in this country. Brosehe adds that 
Wolff asked him to assist him in 
selling them. Furthermore Mr. Hunt 
has received a letter from the Ger- 
man Minister of War stating in response to 
inquiries that not only had the Emperor ro- 
fused to allow any of his soldier musicians to 
leave Germany, but that he had refused per- 
mission tothe Wolff brothers to dress their 
men in uniforms resembling those of the 
German troops. All these papers were sent 
to Special Customs Agent Montgomery, who 
turned them over to Collector Hendricks. 
Mr. Hendricks was out of town yesterday, 
but Special Deputy Couch said that the in- 
struments and uniforms will be seized unless 
the men swear that they are their own 
property and the tools of their trade. 
Mr. Hunt has also seen Immigration 
Commissioner Senner on the matter. Dr, 
Senner will have these men examined when 
they arrive by musical experts, and if they 
come underthe category of artists they will 
be admitted. If the experts decide that they 
are merely mechanics they will be returned 
as contract laborers. Mr. Uunt claims that 
these men cannot even read music. In refer-

HULL’S STRIKING DOCKMEN. 


— — — 


A GIGANTIC SYMPATHETIC STRIKE MAY BE IN- 
AUGURATED. 


LONDON, April 15.—I!n response to the ap- 
peals issued by the Dock Laborers’ 
Hull a meeting of seventy-six representa- 
tives of dock laborers’ and other unions 
whose members are employed in the ship- 
ping trade was held in this city to-day. The 
unions represented are all in London. After 
considerable discussion the delegates agreed 
to inaugurate a general strike at all the ports 


in the United Kingdom on Monday. It is ex- 
tremely doubtful, however, that the decision 
| will be executed unless it is especially con- 
firmed by the unions themselves in London 
and elsewhere. The action taken to-day ap- 
pears to be only a menace to assist the strik- 
ers at Hull to effect a settlement of their dis- 
pute with the Shipping Federation. 

The striking dock laborers at Hull recetved 
another blow atthe hands of the Shipping 
Federation to-day 
filled and filled satisfactorily by non-union 
men, they made overtures to the masters for 
a settlement ot the trouble. The einployers 
to-day announced that they had rejected the 
proposals. The strikers, except in insolated 
cases, refuse to return to work on the mas- 


ters’ terms. 
DISCHARGED THE PRISONER. 

Lonpow, April 15.—Ben Tillett, the well- 
known labor leader, who was charged at the 
Old Batley with having incited strikers to 
riot in Bristol in December last, was found 
guilty to-day by the jury sitting inthe case. 
The jury added, however, that, though the 
risoner was guilty of using words calcu- 
ated to cause a riot, it was belleved the 
words were spoken on the spur of the mo- 
ment and were not intended to provokea 
breach of the peace. Justice Cave said that 
the rider to the verdict Was tantamount toa 
declaration that the prisoner was not guilty 
as charged. He, therefore, considered it his 
duty to discharge the prisoner. This decis- 
ion was greeted with cheers by Tillett’s 
friends, many of whom were in the court- 
room. The demonstration was promptiy 
suppressed. 


SHORE ENGINEERS ARE OUT. 

April 16.— The Lake Shore 
Rallroad Co. has Gecided not to re- 
instate the engineers who quit work a 
Toledo. The Board of Adjustment of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers helda 


consultation with General Superintendent 
Caniff yesterday and asked that the men who 
left the company’s service be reinstated, In 
his reply to-day the General superintendent 
said he did not wish it to be understood 
that the company would refuse to re- 
employ the men, but simply that they 
could not be reinstated in their old positions, 
It is possible that the engineers will carry 
their case upto President Newell, but it is 
well known that his viewsin the matter co- 
incide with those of the general superintend- 
ent.

A physician was 
immediately dispatched to the late residence 
of the late Mrs. Catherine Phillips on Devoe 
street. When he reached there a hearse and 
seven carriages stood along the street. About 
a dosen intimate friends and relatives of 
Mrs. Phillips were ready to enter the car- 
riages to go to the gra ve at the Church of the 


Annanciation. 

At the Church of the Annunciation the 
priests, in mourning robes, were waiting to 
celebrate high mass for the dead. aA cata- 
tales bad been erected in the main aisle, 
and the entire church was crowded. But the 
hearse and its burden never came, The 
mourners went home, and the priests, after 
waiting till the noon hour, disrobed. In the 
meantime Dr. Friel, assisted by Dr. Clay- 
land, was holding an autopsy over the re- 


mains. 

Fortwo hours the mourners remained in 
the kitchen awaiting the result of the 
autopsy. Dr. Creamer, who thought the 
case of considerable importance, after mak- 
ing a partial investigation, impressed on the 
operating surgeon the necessity of a most 
careful and thorough autopsy. He remained 
during the autopsy. The husband and sis- 
ters of the dead woman appeared to be 
nervous and waited outside the door, knock- 
ing now and then toask questions. Crowds 
stood on the sidewalk watching for the re- 
sult. It was after 12 o’clock before the 
abtopsy was finished, andthen Dr. Creamer 
allowed the body to be buried ona permit, 
aliexingas thecause of death ‘‘@sthenia, 
pending inquest.’’ 

Dr. Creamer said: 

That permit might have been given, as 
Woll as any other, for in point of fact we 
have not discovered any cause for the 
woman’s death. Weall know that hysteria, 
which ts given asthe cause of death, never 
killed anyone. The brain and portions of 
intestines which have been removed will 
haveto be chemically analyzed before the 
cause of death can be ascertained. Yes, I 
am very much inclinedto believe that there 
is something suspicious about the case. As 
faras we can see, the woman was not suffer- 
ing from any lingering disease.She had a good 
constitution; was 5 feet 9 inches highand 
weighed about 180 pounds.

A PostT-DIsPATCH reporter visited Mr.

Jam glad to give the facts in this case to 
the public., said Mr. Myers, not only that 
a wrong may be partially righted, but that 
my example may serve as a warning to other

I am to-night aruined man, not havinga 
dollar in the world, with an invalid wife and 
a little family of children to support in my 
old age, with nowork and no prospects— 
all through the villainy of this 
man whom I have befriended to 
the extent of having once saved him from 
prosecution, and once prevented him from 
committing suicide at the imminent peril of 
my own life. I may as well tell you the tale 
from the beginning and you will better un- 
derstand the entire affair. I have been in 
business in St. Louis for ten years or more 


and for more than five years 
have been manager of the Enterprise 
Shoe Co. This man, Bartholomew 


Brennan, or as we always called him, Harry 
Brennan, has worked for me, off and on, for 
two years, I say off and on because he would 
often go on sprees and neglect business for a 
week ortwoatatime. I bore with all this 
for when sober he was a quiet man and one of 
the best salesmen I ever had, About six 
months ago he forged a check and passed it 
on a  saloon-Keeper on the corner of 
Olive street and Channing avenue, a tenant 
of Brennan’s uncle, who is quite a wealthy 
man.

DISCHARGED BRENNAN. 


Last February I could put up with 
his drunken habits no longer and 
discharged him; however, I kept him

Then, 
before the limit of time was nearly expired, 
their attorneys, Boogher & Taylor, called on 
us to pay the bill, offering the unusual 
discount of 10 per cent for cash. Another 
shipment to us was stopped in East St. Louis 
while en route, and we did not know the rea- 
The Eastern houses did not inform us 
that ourcredit was impaired and we could 
not account for their action, being in entire 
ignorance of Brennan’s active exertions to 
our detriment. 
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April 4 I received the following letter in 
Brennan’s well-known handwriting. 


WANTED, $500. 
APRIL 44 
Mr. L. Myers: 

DEAR SIR AND FRISND—Having full knowledge 
of your business and the way you intend carrying 
out your plans of disposing of your goods, iam 
fully aware of the metnod that you are about to pur- 
sue. 60 you Can see that Iam fully aware of what is 
goingon. Now, if my secrecy is of any value to you, 
which I suppose it is, thinking that the above is 
worth something ofa consideration. Nothing short 
ot 3500. I remain, You Know. 

On April 6 I received another of similar 
tenor and went with them to my lawyer. He 
advised me to get some friend who knew 
Brennan totakethetwo letters and go to 
him and ask him what would bethe lowest 
consideration he would accept. Accordingly 
I got Mr. Charles Becker of the firm of Becker 
Bros., cigar manufacturers on Sixth street, 
between organ street and Franklin ave- 
nue, to meet brennan. He met him in Frank 
Nagei’s saloon and asked him if he would not 


take less than the amount, $500, show- 
ing him this sum in the let- 
ter I had first received. He said he 


mnst have that amount. Charley Becker 
then sald: ‘Don’t you know, Harry, you are 
getting yourself into trouble—that these let- 
ters could send you to the Penitentiary?’ 
Brennan snatched the letters from Becker, 
tore them up and threw them into a/spittoon. 
Becker came back and reported and we went 


back to Mr. Nagel’s together and 
I picked the pieces out and pasted 
them together. These two letters were 
written in ink. I called a meeting of the 


directors and it was decided to make an as- 
signment for the benefit of all the creditors, 
as, after these revelations of Brennan’s 
methods, it was feared that some of our 
Eastern creditors might otherwise make re- 
plevins of part of the stock. This reason 
was spread on our minutes.

He answered, extending his 
hand, It's money i want; I must co to Call- 
fornia.’ I said: ‘You will get no money from 
me.’ He then left. 

Jam totally ruined by his actions and too 
old todo hard work. Ihave roamed around 
town looking for work, but the merchants 
laugh at me and say: ‘You do not want 
work,’ intimating that Iquit with money 
ahead, but I have not adollar, and must 
support my family.’’ 

Mr. Myers shed tears In view of his tribula- 
tions, and with such words of consolation as 
he could give, the reporter withdrew.

The Board of Officers of the Missouri Di- 
vision of the League of American Wheelmen 
met last night in the rear room of the saloon, 
2656 Lafayette avenue, to try Mr. H. A. 
Anderson for conduct unbecoming a

New Ton, April 15.—The Presbyterian 
Churck is the finest building in Bellmore, 
Long Island. The pastoris J. A. Todd. Just 
now he has two pronounced friends In the con- 
gregation and many opponents. The Church 
on April 1, 1892, called him to preach for six 
months. At the expiration of that time the 
congregation agreed to keep him until Aprili 
of this year. 

He got along fairly well until last July. The 
cause of the trouble was a strawberry festi- 
val. There is a Good Templar Society 
in Bellmore and almost all the younger 
folks are members of it. The 
young ladies who were especially active in 
getting the festival under way were Misses 
Annie Smith, Sadie Clark and Libby Hunt, 
three of Bellmore’s prettiest girls and mem- 
bers of the foremost families of the town. 
In order to insure against disap pointment on 
account of the weather, Miss Smith suggested 
that they announce that if rain interfered on 
the date set the festival would be held on the 
following night. This suggestion was adopt- 
ed and the tollowing Thursday night was 
fixed as the evening for the festival. Mr. 
Todd was asked to read the notice to the con- 
gregation. He refused to do so. 

One of the trustees told him he must. He 
then reluctantly acquiesced. It stormed on 
the Thursday night, and the festival was 
held on Friday night, and although the festi- 
val did not really begin until after prayer 
meeting the members of the church who at- 
tended prayer meeting brought the news 
that Sundays sermon would be interesting. 

It is said that Mr. Todd did not attend the 
festival. Thechurch was crowded on the 
following Sunday. One ot the audience said 
yesterday that Mr. Todd handled the young 


folks without gloves. 

All the condemnatory phrases in the Bible 
seemed to have been grouped together by 
Mr. Todd, who hurled them at the congre- 
gation. 

As the year passed the disaffection grew. 
Mr. Todd was aware ofthe antipathy of the 
members. He wrote and had printed a 
pamphlet which he circulated among the 
Presbyterians at Bellmore. The title of this 
track 16s His Body. Its subheads are in 
the form of two questions. One is, IS Jesus 
the son of God?“ The other, 2 just 
beneath it, reads: Is He in s Bellmore 
Presbyterian Ohurch?’’ 

The pamphiet contained much gocd talk 
but many members felt that, considering all 
the circumstances, it was pretty direct and 

rsonal. On Dec. 5 he wrote three letters to 

hree members of his congregation, the 
Misses Smith} Clark and Hunt, the same who 
got up the festival last July. 

Misses Clark and Hunt were then teachers 
in the Sunday-school and Miss Smith was the 
church organist. About the same time Mr. 
Todd wrote two letters to male members of 
his congregation. They are said to contain 
strong metaphors which by some would be 
regarded as indelicate. One was such that 
the father of the girl who received it took 
charge of tat once. The other was much 
like. The third seems to be merely a very 
earnest Christian appeal which in ordinary 
circumstances would not provoke anger 
whatever ther sentiments it might giver 


to. 

When these letters came out, or when two 
of them came out, they created some com- 
motion, Mr. Todd followed them up witha 
letter to Mrs. Nancy McFarlane, which Mrs. 
McFarlane’s niece says accuses her of going 
from house to house influencing the best 
members of the church against Mr. Todd. 

Mrs, McFarlane is 70 years old, very deaf 
— quite feeble. She did not understand the 
etter. 

Then Mr. Todd wrote a public letter and 
road it from the pulpiton the third Sunday 
in December, After reading it he placed it 
in the hands of the congregation, with the 
request that they all read it. Among the 
questions said to askedin this letter are 
the following: 

Why do you go elsewhere to church? Do 
I say you cheat, lie or steal? What has the 
pastor done?’’ 

Three weeks ago the trustees sent out a 
eallfora meeting of the congregation last 
Friday evening after prayer meeting to de- 
termine whether they should ask Mr. Todd to 
resigo or not. It was a very stormy night, 
however, and only ten persons, to er 
with Kev. Mr. Hutchinson of Freeport, at- 
tended. Mr. Todd was not presentat the 
meeting, but he preached as usual on Sun- 


day.

LIKE ELLIOTT 'SHEPARD’S CASE. 


A Young Missenrian Dies on a Louisville 
Hospital Operating Table. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 15.—A. C. Krohn, a 
student at the Louisville College of Dentistry, 
died suddenly yesterday morning at the Nor- 
ton Infirmary, while Dr. Grant was prepar- 
ing to performa simple surgical operation 
upon him. 

Mr. Krohn was a member of the Junior 
Class at college and ‘boarded at 1822 Preston 
street. His home was at Linn, Mo., and 


he had no relatives nearer than that city. 
He became ill several weeks ago and as his 
case became more serious he was removed 
from his boarding house to the Norton In- 
firmary nearly a week ago. 

Krohn was considered one of the best stu- 
dents ofthe Hospital College of Medicine, and 
the faculties of the two colleges became 
greatly interested in his case. He was given 
every attention, butin spite of this the mal- 
ady with which he was afflicted did not yield 
to the treatment, and he became gradually 
weaker. His illness was not of such a char- 
acter as to lead to a fear of its causing death, 
but his sufferings were at times intense. 

After due consideration it was decided to 

rform a simple operation to ro- 
leve him. The operation was not con- 
a dangerous one, and the 
attending ag expected no difficulty 
whatever. r. Grant made all necessary 
preparations, assisted dy other members of 
the faculty, and was intheact of adminis.- 
tering an anesthetic when Krohn suddenly 
ceased to breathe. Every restorative known 
to the profession was applied, but to no 
purpose and after nearly an hour’s work the 
physicians saw that the Case was hopeless. 
The direct cause of death, the physicians 
claim, was the failure of the heart to per- 
form its functions. The natural dread of the 
operation, coupled with the weak- 
ness due to long iliness, had 
rendered the young man's condition 
more critical than the physicians at first 
supposed. Before the operation the action 
of his heart was regular, but a trifle weak, 
and it isthe opinion ofthe doctors that he 
would have died when he did, even if they 
had not attempted the operation. No exam.- 
ination ofthe heart was made before the 
chloroform was administered, 

A telegram announcing the death was 
sent to the father yesterday, and an answer 
was received last evening asking that the 
remains be shipped to Linn, Mo. The re- 
mains were prepared for shipment and were 
sent to St. Louis. At the request of the faculty 
Mr. Turner, a student from Fleming County, 
accompanied the remains to St. Louise The 
father of the deceased will take charge of the 
remains at St. Louis. Dr. D. 8. ynolds 
said this morning that the case was one of 
those unaccountable accidents which no one 
can explain. The joint faculties of the Hos- 
pital College and Louisville College of Den- 
tistry have — to the family ofthe 
deceased a complete explanation of the cir- 
cumstances attending his death, and ex- 
pressions of regret at his unexpected demise.

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THE.SUN’S ECLIPSE. 


An Interesting Astronomical Event 
Will Occur This Morning. 


LIGHT FROM THE SUN WILL BE SHUT 
OFF FOR NEARLY FIVE MIAUTES. 


The Ectipse Will Not Be Visible in the 
Northern Hemisphere, But Numerous 
Parties of Astronomers in South 
America and Africa Will Make Ob- 
servations. 


The sun will be totally eclipsed thig morn- 
ing, and if the astronomers have good 
weather the occasion islikely tobe historic 
in astronomie annals. This eclipse will pot 
be visible in North America. The line or 
path of the total eclipse begins at 6:53 a. m., 
St. Louis time, ata point in lat. 36 deg. 29 
min. south, and long. 95 deg., 50 min. west 
of Greenwich—being in the South Pacific 
Ocean. The course is northeasterly, and the 
path enters South America at the Sarco Bay 
in Chill, and now, curving rather more to 
the northwards, crossé¥ Chill, traverses the 
Argentine Republic, passing nearly 400 miles 
north of Cardoba, then togching the corner 
of Bolivia, it passes directly through Brazil, 
and reaches the Atlantic at Forteleza, in the 
Province of Cerea, in latitude 8 deg. 20 min. 
south, and longitude 88deg. 50 min. west. 
The shadow track is about one hour in cross- 
ing the continent. 

After leaving South America the belt of 
totality crosses the Atlantic and an hour 
later it reaches the west coast of Africa near 
Albreda in Senegambia, in latitude 14 deg, 
and 15 min. north, and longitude 16 deg. and 
s0min. west. Then moving nearly due east 
itskirts the southern dorder of the Sahara 
desert, and finally terminates at a point 
some 2,500 miles in the interior on the western 
side of Nubia. 

Two or three circumstances combine to 
give the eclipse great importance: 

The duration of totality is unusually long, 
being, where greatest, noless.than 4% min. 
The greatest duration of total solar eclipse 
that has ever been observed was that of May 
6, 1883, when darkness lasted 5 min. 55 sec., 
but this was very extraordinary. The eclipse 
of 1888 belongs to a series in which 
the duration of totality is in- 
creasing so that, as Prof. Newcomb 
states, the recurrences in 1965 and 1973 will be 
characterized by a totality longer than has 
occurred for a thousand years. The dura- 
tion of the total phase of the eclipse of April 
16 will be much longer than has occurred or 
will occur, for several years. Of course, the 


longer the time the more astronomers will 
be able to discover in the crowded moments 
of the exciting phenomenon. 

Much of the track is over land, and this 
allows of observations at points far sepa- 
rated from each other. In 1871 the corona 
was photographed from points in India and 
Java, 2,000 miles apart. In the eclipse in 
question, observers in Chill and in Africa 
would be separated by intervals of over two 
hours—during which periods it is thought 
very likely changes in the appearance of the 
sun’s corona may de detected, either visually 
or photographically, and some light thrown 
upon the composition of that mysterious ap. 
pendage of our luminary.

In this region the totality is considerably 
shorter than on the Atlantic coast, but fine 
weather is almost a certainty and good re- 
sults seem almost assured. 

Onthe African coast totality lasts four 
minutes and twelve seconds and occurs at 
about 2:20 p. m. local time. British and 
French parties will be stationed in this 
neighborhood.

During totally stars will be séen, and 
astronomers may reckon on detecting Sirius, 
Rigel, Betelguese, Capella, Procyon and 
Aldebaran. Of the planets Jupiter and 
Venus will be detected, and Mercury ought 
to be seen. 

A TELESCOPE FOR sr. LOUIS. 

When Prof. Barnard, the Lick astronomer, 
was in St. Louls he took occasion, in . quiet 
way, to interest some of our rich men 
in the endowment of a great 
astronomical observatory at St. Louis. Itis 
thought that he made an impression that 
will soon materialize ina movement in that 
direction. Prof. Asaph Hall, the discoverer 
of the moons of Mars, is expected to visit St. 
Louis in May, and it is presumed that he will 
reinforce the agitation. 

Prof. Barnard thought it very hard that 
Prof, Pritchett, whois, he said, one of the 
best practical Observers in the country, 
should have to work with such a little pop- 

un telescope as that owned by Washington 
Sniversity, Itis an excellent instrument, 
but it is only a six-inch objective, being just 
the size of the little ‘‘finder,’’ employed to 
direct the vision of the big thirty-six- 
inch Lick telescope on Mount 
Hamiliton, It is not Prof. Barnard’s idea 
that St. Louls ought to start out with the 
inflated Chicago idea of having the biggest 
telescope on earth, but he holds that the 
city is far behind the times in not having an 
astronomical observatory worthy of a great 
and growing town; and he would supply 
Prof, Pritchett witha telescope of 20 to 2% 
inches aperture, and with such a glass the 
name of St. Louis would be written imper- 
ishably on the stars. 


The mere cost of such a telescope is not 
extraordinarily large, and it is understood 
that the authorities of Washington Univer- 
sity have had intimations that the money 
might without much difficulty be obtained for 
that purpose; but the mounting of the giass 
and its erection in a suitable observatory, 
and the proper equipment and maintenance 
of the institution, calls for a large amount of 
money, and the university bas not — felt 
like grappling with the scheme.

NORTH END FREIGHT-HOUSE. 


The Big Structurs the Wabash Road Has 
Just Compieted. 


The new Wabash freight - house Is completed 
and is one of che most complete and sub- 
stantial improvements in the way of ship- 
ping facilities in the railroad district of 
North St. Louls. It is a two-story brick build 
ing located on the Levee and extending from 
Frankiin avenue on the south to Carr street 
on the north, a total length of 671 feet, and 
occupying the space between Commercial 
street on the west and the Levee on the east. 
The structure was commenced in October 


last year, but owing to the severity of the 
winter weather the progress of the work has 
been delayed. 

The platforms are laid with granitoid, 
while the thirty-foot driveway into the build- 
ing and located on the west side is paved 
with asphalt. The driveway is intended to 
be used by the trucks delivering outgoing 
freight, while the trucks receiving in-bound 
freight will have their loads delivered to 
them on the Commefcial street side from the 
second story of the building, which is on the 
same grade asthe street on that side of the 
bullding, the double tracks being located on 
the east or levee side. 

The depot is equipped with three hydraulic 
elevators to carry the freight from the first 
ta che second fioor, and is also furnished with 
four large scales. 

The offices of the agen and clerks will be 
located on the south end of the second floor 
withthe entrance from Franklin avenue. 
It ig nicely finished and heated by hot water, 
while the entire building is Iighted;by incan- 
descent and arc electric lights. 

On the platform at fhe north end of the 
Duilding, which is aléO paved with asphalt. 
a large crane has been erected of sufficient 
power to handle the heavy freight. 

This building is to be Opened for business 
to-morrow (Monday) and will be of great 
value to the shipping interests of this city 
for the convenient handiing of their ship- 
ments via the Wabash Koad. ;

Two Brothers, Who Parted in &t Louis, 
Meet in Kansas City.

Away out in the southwestern suburbs of 
the city, so far that the visitor who would 
reach it must walk half a mile from the ter.

Experiences of a Proud Man Without 
Money cr E nployment. 

**One who has never been in such a position 
has little realization of the feelings of a man 
of pride who finds himself in a strange city 
without funds or employment,’’ remarked 
an intelligent and educated young man this 
morning to a Post-Dispatcn reporter to 
whom he had been introduced. ‘‘I have 
just been through the mill, but hope I shall 


never have another such experience. 

it you go to St. Louis you'll be sure to 
— u Job." was the cheering tnformation a 
riend in the Northern part oflowa gave me 
a fortnightago. Now, 1 had been sick for 
some time and the physician advised me to 
come South, so his advice with the informa- 
tion given me by the friend caused 
me to hastily pack up and start 
for the Missouri metropolis. My 
courage was stout, my pride strong but my 
finances very weak. 

Iarrived here on Sunday evening a week 
ago, andthe dull, leaden clouds and ever- 
present smoke did not cheer me greatly upon 
my arrival. Another thing which had a 
most saddening effect was being landed in 
the midst of a lot of cattle sheds, which Iam 
told is called the Union Depot. If therei 
anything the deceptive character o 
first impressions I certainly ought to be a 
capitalist in time. 1 spent my first Sabbath 
evening locating the principal business 
streets. Monday I arose bright and early, 
and saliled forth to find work. I sought out 
an acquaintante whom I had met at my old 
home, and was cordially received by him 
although he wasa trifie cool when told 
him I wanted work and must have it 

once. I was not frank 

in making the statement as 
1 might have been, as I have a deliéacy in 
letting people know when lam hard up, ana 
my pride will not permit me to display my 
poverty toany great extent. However, my 
acquaintance told me ofa business man who 
might give me employment,so | called on the 
arty. He was very pleasant and asked so- 

ficitously about the weather in Northern 
Iowa, etc., allof which was very entertain- 
bat not reassuring. e said he 

he had nothing for 

present, but might have 

in the course of two - three months and 
would let me know. In the meantime he 
thought I vould find much to entertain me 
and then I would be able to learn the city. A 
very charming picture for a man with only a 
pittance tn his pocketand a 1 appe- 
tite. However, pride consoled me by whis- 
pering ‘never mind, old fellow, they don’t 
know whether youre rich or poor,“ 
so I marched along, bound to make the 
best of it. I started two or three 
times that day to ask for work in large estab 
lishments, but my courage oozed an felt 
that it was too bad to go back on my pride. 
In the evening I walked into the Southern, 
and after strolling through the corridors 
stuck a tooth - plek in my mouth and tried to 
look healthy, wealthy and nonchalant. I 
presume it was to help me out in this feeling 
that a distinguishe individual stepped 
to the counter and handed the clerk a

pick and wished—well, that [ hadajob. The 
next day I counted up my wealth and found 
that I had just o cents.

tramped, occasionally droppin 
place and asking in an off-hand way for 
work, althou my less trembled and my 
heart thumped. Towards afternoon I passed 
a restaurant, from which the most seductive, 
savory odors were issuing. It strack me 
amidships and, while I dia not not for one 
instant forget that I had 20 cents,I fain 
would have entered and ate my fill, but it 
would never do to biy a 20-cent meal, so on

sought out my friend and told him that I had 
not yet been able to get work, but had sev- 
eral good promises, and then we talked 
about the weather, and I finally left without 
making my destitute circumstances Known. 
My heart was reaching the gero mark when I 
spied a sign reading ‘The best hot free lunch 
inthecity.’ Here wasmy opportunity and 
entering a saloon [ordered a lass of beer 
and proceeded to fill up on ‘fred lunch.’ 
I was afraid the proprietor might think I was 
eating too much, solordered another glass 
of beer and proceeded to eat more lunch. As 
I was golug out of the place a bootblack im- 
portuned me to have my shoes shined and 
informed me that they needed it badly. I 
looked at them and spent my last 10 cents. 
‘Well, here's a nice state of affairs,’ I 
thought, but, lookingat my shoes, sa to 
myself, ‘Never mind, you bave your 
shoes shined and may get work 
to-morrow. The early rt of that evening I 
visited the various hotels and watched the 
billiard games, and when midnight came 
proceeded to walk. I put ona very inde- 
pendent air, occasionally stopped to talk toa 
policeman and inform him that it was a 
nutsance not to have the cars running all 
nigat, as it forced a fellow to walk home. I 
don't think I ever fully appreciated a moon- 
light walk so much before. Prob- 

ably because 1 never had it 
sented to me 80 forcibly in my past 
experiences. Before morning came I would 
gladly have laid down in the hay loft of the 
arnsI passed, but then if I did someone 
might find me andi would be taken for a 
tramp and arrested. My walk sharpened my 
appetite wonderfully despite my efforts to 
keep it in the background and withal 1 was 
very miserable and wisbed St. Louls or my- 
self elsewhere. Finally I ot 
angry at myself and walking 
into a tag | store begged a 
drink of water. That drinkof water melted 
my heartand put to filght my pride. I told 
the clerk my tale of Wee, and when it was 
finished he handed mea silver dollar. I re- 
fused it, but he pressed me so hard that I re- 
luctantly (?) took it, and with light footsteps 
sought out a restaurant and ate a square 
meal. It gave me courage andI plunged in 
to get a job. Before night I had a temporary 
ob and muney in my pocket and slept the 
St sleep of my sojourn inst. Louis. Suffice 
it to say that 1 think the drink of water was 

my saivation.’’

After the court has issued its order on the 
Recorder of Voters to open,count and certify 
the ballots cast atthe election last Nov. 8, 
Sheriff Staed filed a motion to have the order 
Vacated, aMeging thatthe ballots had been 
removed from the boxes during the recent 

April» election and had therefore 

lost their authenticity. Judge Harrison, 
whose point of view was directly opposite, 
construed the several sections of the statute 
bearing on the case very deliberately. His 
position virtually was that in the contempla 
tion of the law under his construction, it was 
not necessary for the Recorder to keep the 
Dallots in the same boxes so long as he did 
not subject them to inspection or leave them 
liable to be tampered with. He was only re- 

ulred to safely preserve and keep them and 
free from inspection unless under order of 
court in a contested election case. 

Mr. Staed’s affidavit failed to show that the 
ballots had at any time passed from the cus- 
tody of the Recorder or been placed ina 
position liable to be inspected. 

The Recorder cannot constantly have the 
Dallots in sight. He need only exercise that 
care of and surveillance over them which 
should reasonably be expected of a faithful 
officer. Thereisno charge that they have 
been meddled or tampered with, oreven in- 
spected. The court says: ‘The mode in 
which the Dallots shall be kept. that is to 
say. in the boxes as contemplated in the one 
section and the package as indicated in the 
other, I regard as merely directory, and it 
has been so held. Under the eir- 
cumstances [ cannot hold that the 
Recorder has been guilty ofthe violation of 
law charged against him as the custodian of 
the balicts. Icannot hold that the keeping 
of the ballots inthe original boxes is in such 
cases an essential tothe preservation of the 
integrity and authenticity of the ballots. To 
s© hold would bein effect to say that the 
Recorder, by his act, has defeated the erer - 
cise of the power which the statute gives the 
court to order the count, comparison and ex- 
amination of the ballots and to depgive the 
contestor ofthe Denefit of the law nacted 
by the Legislature in obedience to the man- 
date of the constitution. The motion will be 
overruled.’’ 

John B. La Barge confessed judgment to- 
day in Judge Harrison’s court in favor of R. 
H. Kern for $10,900. 


Harris Habeas Corpus Proceedings. 


In Judge Klein’s court yesterday aret urn

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AUDACIOUS BLASPHEMY. 


Art Students in Paris Impserscnate the 
Trinity at a Fall. 


Paris, April 15.—The French authorities 
have at last taken embrage at the balls given 
by the art students at the Moulin Rouge 
and at the Elysee Montmartre. The truth is 
that the performances at those entertain- 
ments far **‘outstripped’’ anything 
that ever had been seen in Paris before. 
Even for the City of Light“ the conduct of 
the participants was light in the extreme. 
Acting upon the well knawn regulation 
that the police are never supposed 
to take any cognizance of what 
goes on at a private ball, namely 
one towhich admission is to be obtained by 
invitation solely, no tickets being sold, the 
wild young Bohemians constituting the 
future painters, sculptors and architects of 
France led the way with an entertainment 
at which the lady guests were all their 
female models and who appeared at the 
affairin the costume in which they were 
wont to pose totheir hosts. The most beau- 
tiful woman of this class in Paris, the English 
girl, Sarah Brown, was led through the 
rooms by a silken cord around her neck, 
and was just that much more attired 
by reason of that cord than were most of the 
other damsels present. One of the group, 
mounted on a white donkey, had ona gil 
crown, from which fell an ample veil in thin 
red gauze, spangied with gold, enveloping 


ner from head to foot—‘‘only that and noth- 


ing more; I say nothing of the rest. There 
was one group which represented Paradise, 
the students being all attired as 
angels, and it was headed, as it 
marched in procession through the 
rooms, by the Three Personages of the 
Trinity, Dieule Pere being particularly no- 
ticed as a most excellent impersonation. Our 
Savior, delng gottenup as an exact repro- 
duction of the Christ before Piliate’’ in the 
Munkacsy picture, was also considered most 
successful, but the Saint Esprit, a man wearing 
a Gevil’s head as a mask and having doves’ 
wings on his shoulders, was rather a faliure. 
But with all the impiety and the indecency of 
the entertainmentI think that the authori- 
ties would have been content to let it 
pass unnoticed if only its audacious pro- 
moters had been content to stop there and 
to promise never to do so any more. But, 
emboldened by impunity, a second ball of 
the same nature was organized and took 
place at the Elysee. Montmartre, at which 
all the elements of fun and froiic that had 
lent a tinge of saving grace to the first one 
were wholly eliminated, and gave place to 
scenes of gross and vulgar in- 
decency. A third ball, this time 
to de given by the models them 
selves to the art students, was projected at 
which it was whispered that the two frst 
affairs were to be entirely surpassed So far as 
their worst features were concerned. But 
law and order, too long outraged, at last 
stepped in in the persons oftheir appointed 
guardians, and all the objecflonable ele 
ments of the affair were entirely eliminated, 
So serious a matter are these outrages 
against decency and morality now consid- 
ered that an appeal for their sup. 
pression has been brought before the 
Senate, and it is probable that a stringent 
law to meet that and similar cases will forth- 
with be passed.

HE WILL CARRY THE CASE OF JOE 
THOMPSON TO THE SUPREME COURT. 


A Writ of Habeas Corpus to Be Applied 
For on Behalf of the Mexico Negro—A 
Smart Constable Rakes Up a Law 
Which Raises Some Very Important 
Questions. 


The habeas corpus case of Joe Thompson, 
the vagrant negro, who was recently sold 
under the hammer at Mexico, Mo., will be 
argued before the Supreme Court at Jeffer- 
son City in a few days by Frederick W. Leh- 
mann of this city, counselor for the petition- 
er. The case was to have come up one 
next Monday, but was postponed. It is one 
that has brought down upon Missouri’s de- 
voted head a great deal of adverse criticism 
from outside writers not familiar with the 
@ircumstances which made such a proceed- 
ing possible in a State which is as 
free from the customs of the past 
as any commonwealth in the Union. 
Mr. Lehmann has prepared his brief. Mr.

He 
then went to Philadelphia and for a brief 
time studied law with his uncle, Hon. John 
Bullett, who was then and is stili to-day one 
of the prominent legal lights of the Quaker 
City. After a short stay in that city he re- 
turnedto Bloomington and began studying 
law with Wiillams & Burr. The former was 
also Mr. Stevenson’s law preceptor, After 
studying for a few ears he passed 
an examination and was admitted to the bar. 
Shortly after he was admitted Adlai Steven- 
son and he decided to cast their lots together. 
The law firm of Stevenson & Ewing was 
established in 1867 and has met with great 
success. Both its members have succeeded 
in accumulating comfortable fortunes. It 
was considered one ot the strongest teams in 
criminal cases in IIIinois, Mr Ewing being

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ULSTER READY TO FIGHT. 


The North cf Irelan i Arming Itself to Re- 
sist the Home-Rule Bill. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post- DISPATCH. 
The game of politics, usually a very simple 
one in this country, where numerous dimcul- 
ties are provided for by machines, becomes 
peculiarly interesting when the members of 
opposing sides reach a point whenthey are 
ready to knock each other on the head. That 
state of affairs exists now in Ulster, Ireland, 
where a large percentage of the population 
is made up of Protestants, who are vigor- 
ously opposed to home rule. Ulster, as you 
provably know, is situated at the north end 
of the Emerald Isle, and its population ts 
largely derived from English settlements 
planted during the reignsof Elizabeth and 
James 1. These colonists have never 
really become Irishmen, nor have they 
assimilated any ot the Irish views. It is a 
noteworthy and doubtless a commendable 
feature in an English colonist that he either 
maintains a strong attachment for the 
mother country, or else starts out in business 
on his own account. He rarely ever enters 
into a partnership with the natives. 
To a person unacquainted with the facts, 
it must appear rather strange that one por- 
tion of a country, for which a kindly old 
gentleman has drawn up a careful scheme 
by which it may govern itself, should 
protest vehemently that it doesn’t want to 
govern itself, and not only protest, but arm 
itself and prepare to shoot at persons who 
should endeavor to thrust this privilege upon 
it. That is what Ulster is doing. 
Like a great many other troubles in this 
world, the one which is stirring the souls of 
the Ulster citizens is caused by differences of 
religious views. The Protestantism of Ire- 
land is concentrated in Ulster. The rest of 
the island is strongly Roman Catholic. The 
latter want home rule. They think that 
the condition of the poor will be bet. 
tered if they are governed at home, that 
the rents will go down, and that the 
constant ebb of the ulation in the direc- 
tion of America would stopped. The Uls- 
ter men, or Orangemen, or Protestants, 
whichever term you prefer, assert, on the 
other hand, that the operation of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s bill would result in the establish- 
ment of the Roman Catholic 
Church in Ireland. This, they 
say, would be a death biow tothe prosperity 
of the North of Ireland. One of the results 
would be, they declare, the removal of the 
representation of Dublin University in Par- 
liament, and hence the practical destruction 
of that famous old institution. 
So you see that Ulster is a very distressing 
and hence highly interesting factor in home 
rule politics. Mr. Gladstone has argued that 
the dissent of a small fraction of Ireland 
ought not to interfere with the welfare 
f h majority.

THINGS TO BE SEEN. 
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EXHIBITS NOW ON THE GROUND OR ON THE 
WAY TO THE FAIR. 


CricaGo, April 15.—The World’s Fair will 
he opened promptly on May 1. The numer- 
ous restaurants and cafes in the World’s 
Fair buildings will be supplied from a com- 
mon Kitchen, situated inthe southern part 
of the grounds and measuring 125 by 825 feet. 

More than $16,000,000 has been paid out thus 
far by the Exposition Co. alone in prepara- 
tion ofthe fair. Anexpenditure of $6,000,000 
or $7,000,000 more will be made. 

Tjeldie, the Norwegian sculptor of 
Minneapolis, will represent Hiawatha 
bearing Minnehaha in his arms across wild 
and rushing rivers. This is to be in the 
form of a statue for the Minneapolis building 
at the World’s Fair. The women of the 
State pay forit. The conception is said to be 
exceptionally flue, and, after being produced 
in plaster for presentetion during the Ex- 
position, it will be cast in bronze and 
placed at Minnehaha Falls, in the State 
park. The ladies have gathered the sum 
required for this sculpture by means of 
penny contributions in the schools. Mrs. H. 
T. Brown, of Minneapolis, one of the lady 
managers for the State,has been particularly 
active in the enterprise. 

Minnesota women have also the honor of 
presenting an especially handsome and 
unique fag for the decoration of the Wom- 
an's Building. This was in response to a 
request of the Board of Laay Managers for 
fags to be used for this purpose. The 
women of the Minnesota State Board ad- 
vertised for original designs fora flag and 
many were submitted. The first prise, for 
the accepted design, was awarded Mrs. Ec- 
ward H. Center; the second prize was given 
to Frank H. Hickman and the third to Miss 
Ada White, all of Minnesota. 

The statue Germania, which is to adorn 
the imperial portal ofa new German Par- 
liament dullaing in Berlin, will be shown at 
the World's Fiar. Through the efforts of 
Herr Wermuth and the consent of Emperor 
William this masterpliece ot German sculp- 
ture will be exhibited at Chicago. It willbe 
placed in the Manufactures Bullding, as the 
crowning piece of the German section there. 
When Germania is in place there will be 
seen represented a typical Germian mounted 
on a war horse, withanimperial flag in the 
right hand and an old German shield with 
the war eagle in the left.

When reconstructed 
he kiosk will be placed in the Tunisean part 
of the French section. Effendi Helweh brings 
letters from Carnot, Eiffel, the late Jules 
Ferry and other distinguished Frenchmen.

Italy, which for a long time declined to 
participate in the World’s Fair, has made an 
appropriation of 277,500 lire, or about $55,500, 
for its representation.

The 40,000 souvenir quarter dollars which 
Congress authorized to be minted for the 
Board of Lady Managers of the World's Fair, 
wiil de issued, it is expected, by May 1. 
These coins are Of peculiar interest for sev- 
eral reasons. In some respects the Isabella 
quarter is a much greater novelty than the 
Columbian half-dollar, asthe coins bearing 
the Spanish Queen’s portrait are much more 
limited in number. Ine act of Congress au- 
thorizing their issue only provides for the 
minting of $10,000, or 40,000 quarters, hence 
there is every reason to believe they will be 
extremely rare. They are certain tocom- 
mand the attention of women the world 
over, since they are the first recognition by a 
government of the position that women are 
attaining in art, industrial and social move- 
ments. ndoubtedly the women of the 
country will regard this as thelr special 
souvenir, and, as so few will be minted, the 
demand for them will be proportionately 
great. 

The coin itself will bea work of art. The 
same care and painstaking attention willbe 
devoted to this issue as in making the Colum- 
bian souvenir coins; the fuil design has 
not been announced, but the obverse side is 
to dear the portrait of Queen Isabella of 


n. 
One of the special features of the new coin 
isthatitisthe firstissued by this Govern- 
ment to dear the portrait of a woman. Other 
coins dear the idealized representations of 
the fair sex, but this the firstto be honored’ 
y an authentic reproduction of a 
rticular feminine face. The coin 
. intended by the National 
Government to commemorate two important 
events, the aid given by Queen Isabella to 
Columbus which enabled himtomake the 
voyage of discovery to America, and the first 
special provision made by the United States 
Government for the adequate participation 
of women in an enterprise of world-wide im- 
portance. a 
Apart from the general interest imparted 
to the coins by national legislation and his- 
toric associations, their market value will be 
augmented by the fact that every coin col- 
lector in the world must have one. The 
Catholics throughout the world and the peo- 
ple of the Spanish race will be intereste ] in 
the souvenir in appreciation of the honor ex- 
tended to the memory of their greatest Queen 
by this Government. 


WON THEIR TRIKE. 


Mr. & ellers Accedes to the Roofers’ Terms 
—Others Will Follow. 


The composition roofers’ strike was short 
and sweetand the workmen came out victo- 
rious. John M. Sellers, who employs more 
handsthan all the other firms in the city 
combined, acceded to his men’s demands 
yesterday afternoon and the other firms will 
undoubtedly follow his example. The strik- 


ers comprised the men of the followin 

firms: J. M. Sellers, 125 men; John J. Lata 

Roofing Co., 19; P. Heayen, 14; Gilsonite Co., 
25; Reimstedler Co., 12; Ehret 4 Warren, 15; 
a total of 210. Sellers’ men, 
although concerned in the strike nego- 
tiations did not really quit work atall, their 
— 1 bed having promised them compliance 
with their demands in the afternoon. The 
menfrom the other companies, however, 
walked out and held a meeting at their head- 
quarters on South Fourth street, whence they 
sent a committee with a peremptory demand 
that Sellers men walk out also. They re- 
ceived a reply thatif Mr. Sellers did not ac- 
cede to their wishes they would walk out in 
the afternoon. Their demand was for wages 
for foremen, $2.75 per day; for roofers, $2.50 
per day ; for laborers, $2.25 per day, the day 
toconsist as hitherto, or ten hours. The 
men claimed they formerly recelved only 20 
cents an hour, or$2a day. Communications 
ofa formal nature had passed between the 
men and their employing firms, the latter re- 
fusing to grant the concessions at pres- 
ent, on the ground that they a taken 
contracts at a lower rate than the wages de.

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A Case Which Is of Importance to the 
Entire Electric Lighting Industry of 
the United States—Grounds on Which 
the Columbia Company Disputes ths 
Edison Patent-The Arguments. 


The case in which the Edison Electric 
Light Co. are plaintifandthe Columbia In- 
candescent Lamp Oo. of St. Louis defendent 
which was before the United States Circuit 
Court all of last week, is a proceeding of un- 
usual interest and importance. The plain- 
tiff asked for a preliminary injunction, 
requiring the defendent to suspend 
the sale of its incandescent lamps, 
the manufacture of which was alleged to be 
an infringement of the patent of the plaintiff. 
The suit means more than appears on its 
face, for the Columbia compary is fighting 
not only for itself, but alsofor all the com- 
panies now manufacturing incandescent 
lamps in opposition to the Edison company. 
A suit somewhat similar in nature was de- 
cided in Boston in fayor of the Edison com- 
pany, and this was regarded as conclusive. 

But when the St. Louis suit was brought 
it wasfound thatthe opposition had by no 
means exhausted its defense. The Edison 
Electric Light Co. claimed that Thomas A. 
Edison, who had transferred his patent 
rights to the company, was the first 
inventor of the system of lighting 
incandescent lamps by means of an 
electric current conveyed into the 
buib dy platinum wires, and from these to a 
wire or bamboo film. In the Boston trial 
this was decided, and the Edison company 
believed that it had gained a complete vic - 
tory. But when the suit was brought against 
the Columbia Incandescent Lamp 
Co., a new defense was de- 
veloped, It was claimed that the 
Edison company did not hold the original 
letters patent, but that the principle upon 
which its lamps were constructed had been 
discovered as early as 1858 by H. Goebel, who 
had exhibited and used lamps identical in 
method of construction with the Edison 
lamp. This being granted, there could be no 
valid patent and, therefore, no infringe- 
ment. 

AGAINST THE GOEBEL CLAIM. 

The argument of the Edison company was 
led by F, B. Fish of Boston, and O. C. Seward 
of New York, a son of the great Seward and 
himself a lawyer of renown, They 
held that the Goedel lamp was 
nothing but a toy. That electricity 
could be used to produce light uad long been 
known, but neither Goebel nor any of his 
prodecessors had brought the invention toa 
commercial basis. That electricity would 
by being passed overa platinum wire ina 
partial vacuum produce a light was well- 
known years before the Goebel invention, 
but the destruction of the platinum was 
complete within a few days, and witb the 
imperfect vacuum no lamp could havea long 
Men Even the carbom conductors of Goebel, 
it was argued, were not similar to the fine 
films of Edison, operating in what was prac- 
tically a total vacuum. The heavy strips of 
carbon burned out quickly, but the light 
films lasted forabout six hundred hours. 
This made one system of commercial im- 
portance, and rendered the other worthless 
for practical use. 

ATTACKING THE EDISON PATENTS. 

It was argued on the other side that the 
Geobel system covered all tee patents under 
which the Edison system claimed title, and 
that the departures from the early invention 
were merely matters of detail. Whether the 
carbon conductor was ofa greater or lesser 
thickness had nothing to do with the princl- 
ple, and it was urged tbat the Edison patent 
was in fact no patent at all. 
Mr. Willett, on behalf of the Columbia com- 
pany, argued that the fact thata perfect 
vacuum could now be produced, which could 
not be obtained at the time of the Goebel in- 
vention in no way operated in favor 
of the Edison patent, as the idea 
was present, although it could 
not be carried tnto effect. An immense 
aumder of depositions were filled,some show- 
ing that the Goebel light had been exnibited 
in public long before the Kdison patent was 
granted, and others asserting that its opera- 
tion on any large scale was an economic im- 
possibility. The decision of Judge Hallett 
will be awaited with great interest, as 
upon it depends a number of cases. 
It will probably be some time before he ren- 
ders an opinion. As the Edison patents ex- 

ire in about a year anda half the company 
s not so much interested in the revenue to be 
realized in the future from use of its lamps 
as it is in securing awards 0 
damages for alleged infringements already 
practised. If the case is decided in favor of 
the Edison company it wlll have a monopoly 
for the next elghteen months, but if the de- 
cision is adverse any concern can manu 
facture an electric lamp, and no manu- 
facturer will be liable to Dack damages to the 
Edison company.

Twelve countries were represented. After 
holding six sessions it failed to come to any 
agreement and adjourned, The third inter- 
national monetary conference met in Paris in 
April 1881, at the call of the Governments of 
France andthe United States to examine 
and adopt for the purpose of submitting the 
same to the Governments represented a plan 
and a system for the establishment, by means 
ofan international agreement, of the use of 
gold and silver as bi-metallic money, accord- 
ing to a settled relative value between those 
metals. After holding thirteen sessions it 
failed to come to any agreement and ad- 
journed to meet ata later date, but did not 
meet again. The fourth international con- 
ference met in Paris in 1889. It had noofiicial 
character. Its members failed to agree on 
any solution of the silver question and ad- 
journed. The fifth international monetary 
conference met in Brussels in November, 
1692, at the call of the President of the United 
States, who invited the Governments of Eu- 
rope to send delegates ‘‘to consider by whut 
means, ifany, the use of silver can be in- 
creased in the currency systems of the 
nations. Twenty countries were repre- 
sented. After holding nine sessions, it falicd 
to come to any agreement and adjourned to 
meet on May 80, 1893. 

The Hon. Henry W. Cannon, Delegate from 
the United States, presents his conclusions 
as to the result of the Brussels Conference as 


follows: 

**We are forced tothe conclusion that an 
international bi-metallic union cannot be 
formed, nor an international di- metallic 
agreement fixing the ratio between gold and 
Silver, entered into unless a great change 
occurs in the public sentiment of Great 
Britain, whose position inthe conference is 
indicated by a statement of Sir Rivers Wil- 
son, who declared: Our faith is that of the 
school of monometalism, pure and simple. 
We do not admit that any other system than 
a single gold standard would be epplicable to 


our country. 

This statement has recently been con- 
firmed by the utterances of Mr. Gladstone in 
Parliament. Upon the action of England ap- 
parently depends the action of the majority 
of other countries. M. Timard, deiegats 
from France, who has since become the Min- 
ister of Finance for that country, de- 
clares himself opposed to any bi-metal- 
lic agreement unless it included 
Great Britain, Germany. Austria and Russia. 
Belgium, Italy and Greece annrunced that 
they were of the same mind. Germany, Den- 
mark, Sweden, Norway and Switzerland de- 
clared that they proposed to remain on a 

ld basis, and Austria-Hungary also stated 
fs intention to abide by the gold standard, 
which itis in the course of adopting. The 
Netherlands, Spain and Mexico were ready 
to join a bi-metallic union provided Great 
Britain would unite. No declaration of pol- 
icy was made by Russia nor the Roumanian 
Government, although they intimated that 
they dia not consider bi-metalism a good 
policy. 

Under these circumstances it is evident 
that unless our executive and the principal 
members of our national Legislature are will- 
ing to agree tosome proposal or policy look- 
ing to the purchase of silver bulllon and the 
issue of notes ageinst the same by the other 
nations in conjunction with ourowncountry, 
nothing can be accomplished at the adj urn- 
oa meeting of the international conference 
on May so next. As heretofore stated, it is 
evident that no agreement fixinga ratio be- 
tween gold and silver can possibly be arrived 
at at the present time, and it is useless to 
continue to discuss bi-metalism. 

Five conferences held during the last 
twenty-five years has accomplished nothin 
definite and the inference is fair that it is no 
practicabie to establish an international bi- 
metallic agreement fixing the rate between 
gold and silver. But suppose that it were 
practicable; suppose that the Governments 
of these twenty or more nations should agree 
to establish the ratio between gold and silver 
at 1 to 16, or 1 to 20, or 1to8, and that these 
nations should agree to open their mints to 
the coinage of gold and silver at the ratio 
determined on, the question at once arises 
what would be the nature of this agreement?

ago, and if ee abandoned their task 
as hopeless in the present market and 
sold most of the stock acquired the 
facts upon which they had based their 
experiment remain unchanged. Nobody ap- 
preciates the truth of this more fully than 
the professional opetators for the decline, 
whose timidity, under the peculiar circum- 
stances of the market, has been repeatedly 
subject ofremark. But a market without 
support, in days when blocks of securities so 
immense are held by speculators constantly 
on the watch for new development, is neces- 
sarily one of chronic weakness. rf noboay 
appears to buy at an advance, the chances 
are that the speculator will ease his load. 
At the opening the tendency of to-day’s 
market was downward. A desultory ham 
mering of prices, here and there, brought 
out some stock in Missouri Pacific, Lake 
Shore, New England and National Oordage 
and the general market yielded 
slightly along with these declines. The 
bank statement, however, appeared sonte- 
time before the close of business, and was 
favorable evough to check the downward 
movement. There was nothing mysterious 
in the bank’s gain of $1,819,800 reserve, made 
up as it was of $2,133,400 increase in legal ten 
ders. It is true the banks acting for the = 
exporters turned over $2,000,000 legal tenders 
on Monday in part payment for the treasury 
gold, but the interior exchanges have mean- 
— swung distinctly about in New York’s 
avor. 

Chicago exchange, which ruled at 80 cents 
discount in the March money squveze, is 
quoted now at 80 to 90 cents premium. A 
sum of legal tenders much larger than Mon- 
day’s outgo has come inthis week from Chi- 
cago on regular bank transactions, and the 
movement at the close of the week will be 
heavier than its opening. To this the late 
settlements in the wheat deal have con- 
tributed. Altogether, however, the bank 
statement was much better than had been 
commonly expected. The market’s recovery 
on its publication was very tame. 

A most important incident ofthe day, not 
generally known on Wall street, was the re- 
newal by treasury agents of efforts to ar- 
range for another transfer of gold from the 
city banks to the Government, in exchange 
for legal tenders.

In Southwest Missouri, lying in a strip 
about 100 miles long and from 20 to 25 miles 
wide, running northeast and southwest, is 
one ofthe most remarkable lead and zinc 
districts of the world. It commencesin the 
Indian Territory and extends to a point north 
of Carthage, and is known as the Joplin dis- 
trict. Joplin was at one time the main pro- 
ducing point, but it no longer holds this 
rank, as the combined output of Webb City 
and Carterville, which are practically one 
town, is greater, and has been 80 
for several years, than that of 
Joplin itself. But the name is still retained, 
as Joplin, although not the principal pro- 
ducer, is stillthe principal city of the South- 
west Missouri mining region. 

THE FIRST MINES. 

The existence of lead in this region has long 
been known, andthe mines were worked 
with profit before the war. During the 
troubles incident to the rebellion, mining 
was largely stopped, but stillit was kept up 
sporadically and the troops of Price’s army 


were largely supplied with lead from the 
Juplin mines, and from shallow diggings 
along the creeks. Strange to say 
the existence of zinc was not 
suspected for years, although the dlende 
was constantly found by the miners. They 
did not know what it was and rejected it as 
worthless. One is strongly reminaed of the 
gold-seekers in Leadville, who rejected the 
rich carbonate silver ore in their vain quest 
for the more precious metal and left in de- 
spair acountry which was fairly teeming 
with mineral wealth. 
EARLY METHODS. 

A visit to Joplin at the present day will 
give an excellent idea of the development of 
the mining industry. Along the water 
courses, which are shallow and 
few in number, the ground is 
torn up. and ever few 
yards a shallow hole is passed. hese are 
the relies of the days of ‘‘surface mining. 
an industry as dead as placer gold mining is. 
None of-the shafts are more than ten or fif- 
teen feet deep, and while the amount of lead 
sO extracted was considerable the feld 
available for this style of work was soon ex- 
hausted. With the disappearace of the sur- 
face miner, two or three yearsafter the close 
of the war, the belief was that the South- 
— Missouri lead fields had seen their best 

ays. 

Such did not, however, prove to be the 
case. Eastern capitalists came to the con- 
clusion that where so much lead had been 
found more must exist, and accordingly a 
scientific search began, shafts were sunk, 
and with the best results. While the whole 
country was not underiaid with mineral, it 
was likely to be struck in paying quantities 
anywhere, and often very rich deposits were 
found.f{Thus — gree theſera of deep mining,the 
system that still prevails. To'refer tothe mines 
as deep would appear to one trained inthe 
silver regions as absurd. They seldom reach 
a depth of 250 feet, and in the neighborhood 
of Joplin they average about 100 feet. The 
ore in the larger mines is raised by engine 
and bucket. in the smaller by the horse 
whim. At first the latter was nearly univer- 
sally employed. 
THE DISCOVERY OF ZINC. 

The discovery of zinc, or rather of its 
value, followed immediately on the 
introduction of scientific mining. 
The trained engineers at once 
sawthe value of the mineral that the 18 
norant miners had thrown away,and utilized 
it. To-day the zinc output far exceeds the 
lead. In fact 80 per cent of the zinc of the 
country comes from the Joplin District. 
Some zincis mined. in New Jersey, some in 
Michigan anda little at a few other points, 
but the Joplin District casts all others into 
the shade. 

Nowhere else in the world can zinc and 
lead mining be so cheaply conducted. The 
ore lies near the surface, and the ground is 
nearly entirely free from rock, thus render- 
ing sinking shafts a very inexpensive 
affair. Labor is reasonable, and no great 
skillis required. Coal is found in Kansas 
which can be cheaply 1 1 to the mllis, 
and transportation for the lead, and for such 
of the zinc as is not smelted in the immediate 
neighborhood is low, so low that some ship- 
ments have been profitably made to Swansea, 
Wales. There is no expensive tunnelling 
through barren ground to be done, and since 
the invention of the ‘‘jig’’ cleaning the ore 
bas been an easy matter. When ready for 
shipment the lead. and the zinc 
blende are nearly pure. The cheapness 
with which millscan be constructed is as 
tontshing to those accustomed to the expen- 
sive apparatus required in gold or silver 
mining. A simple crusher, working IIke a 
palr of jaws, breaks up the large lumps of 
ore that are fed in witha shovel. The dirt 18 
then washed away andthe fine mineral and 
pulverized rock passed intothe jigs. These 
are simply screens provided with round holes 
of various sizes, over which water runs and 
to which a shakingor jigging motion is im- 
parted. The ore drops 7 ae and is by its 
specifiC gravity separated from the rock. 
Alter a supplementary washing it is ready 
for the smelter. 

A POOR MANS’ COUNTRY. 

Joplin and the adjacent towns are essen- 
tially ‘‘poor men’s camps. Since the days 
of placer washings no mining has been carried 
on at so low a cost. A workman need not 
own a foot of ground or expend anything be- 
yond bis labor, and the sum necessary to 

rovide his tools—a horse and a simple 
1orse-windlass or whim. The royalty system 
comes to the ald of the poorman. Owners of 
mineral lands are always ready to let a work- 
man have a piece of ground on his agreement 
to do a certain amount of work, 
and to pay as rental one-tenth of the gross 
output. By so doing the owner is able to 
have his land explored free of cost, and the 
miner can setup for himself at practically 
no cost at all. In some particularly rich sec- 
tions a royalty of 20 per cent is charged. A 
ta vorite method of working mines on royalty 
is for three mento form a partnership, one 
agreeing to work for wages in one of the 
mines and to share nis earnings with his 

who in turn give 
interest in 
property. In this 
very considerable fortunes been 
founded. When raised the ore is either sold 
tothe millowers or to the ore-buyers, who 
shipit fortreatmentto the smelters which 
they represent. 
SOME OF THE DIFFICULTIES. 

But while mining inthe Joplin district has 
many advantages, it is also not without its 
drawbacks. While mineralis known to exist 
all over the belt no one can tell just where it 
will be found. The whole country isa geo- 
logical puzzie. There are no outcrops nor 
float to guide the prospector. The would-be 
miner finis himself on a gently roll- 
ing plain, where one spot seems 
as likely to bea favorable place to sink 
his shaft as another. He may strike ore 
within thirty feet, he may go down 200 feet 
without finding a trace, while shafts all 
around him are turning out ore by the ton. 
Then there is nothingto indicate when his 
quest is hopeless, and he had best seek a 
new location. He is perfectly aware that the 
next stroke of his pick may uncover the long 
sought deposit, and also knows that he may 
sink tothe center of the earth without a 
sightofthe bright sieel or copper colored 
crystals of which he isin search. Many con- 
— Dae mining to be the most trying in the 
world. , 
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passed. Nothing is more hated by the miner 
than what is known as a mud mine.“ 
Danger, too, is always present. Heavy 
timbering would be so costly as to render 

fhe mines unprofitable. Risks have 

be taken, and they often 
terminate — 7 Suddenly, without the 
slightest warning, a huge doulder, 
which was apparently firmly imbedded in 
the earth, will come down with a crash, 
crushing all beneath. Not infrequently the 
entire roof of a drift will come down, and 
there are several instances in which once 
rosperous mines are now — only 

y yawning chasms in the earth. 

A PECULIAR MARKET. 

After getting out his ore the miner has 
still another difficulty to encounter, that of 
disposing of it at a fair pricetoore buyers. All 
the great smelting firms of the country have 
representatives at the different camps, and 
they practically control the market. A mar- 
ket price is quoted on both lead and zinc, 
but this does not enable anyone who may 
own these commodities to dispose of them at 
these figures. The man who has made him- 
self unpopular with the ore buyers, who 
nearly invariably act together, finds his ore 
isa white elephant on his hands. They will 
not buy it at any price, or Offer a figure $2 or 
$3 a ton below the market. No other miner will 
buy it from him, as itis well Known that the 
boycott will follow the ore. The small 
miner is thus nearly helpless in the hands of 
the ore buyers. 

Probably in no district in the world of the 
same acreage are there sO many different 
mines as in certain sections of the Joplin dis- 
trict. The ground is fairly honeycombed with 
Shafts, and it isa dangerous Venture to walk 
about at night without a light. There may be 
twenty shafts without a shaft house ora 
mill within miles. This represents an 
abandoned district. The fact that a large 
section may be worked out prevents the con- 
struction ofexpensive mills and renders the 
work of reduction more expensive than it 
would be were the mines more stable. At 
Carterville and Webb City in especial is the 
ground fairly covered with shafts. The acre- 
age is much smaller than at Joplin, and the 
output greater. But nowherein the central 
part of the district can a man ride two or 
three miles without coming upon shafts either 
in operation or abandonec, 

5 THE WEEKLY OUTPUT. 

The mineral delt is not only dotted with 
shafts, but also dotted with mining towns. 
Within the district from Southeastern Kansas 
to north of Carthage no less than eight con- 
siderable towns, dependent principally or 
wholly upon the mining industry exist, 
Joplin, Webb City, Carterville, Galena, Car- 
thage, Wentworth, Zincite and Oro- 
nogo. In Joplin alone there are up- 
wards of forty large companies, 
many r a dozen mines or more, with 
hundreds of small mines owned by indl- 
viduals. Duringthe first week of April the 
Joplin mines turned out 2,087,920 pounds of 
zinc and 245,810 pounds of lead. The zinc 
output of the entire district was 6,431,270 
pounds, and the lead output 669,560 pounds, 
all valued at $81,70%. The output for the year 
will, it is “believed, sell for more 
than $4,500,000, even if no new mines are 
opened. Butthat additional mines will be 
opened seems more than probable. Buta 
small part of the strip, 100 miles by 20, has 
deen at all adequately explored, prospecting 
is going on constantly, and noone would be 
at allsurprised should a new territory be 
discovered richer than the richest deposit in 
what is even now the richest zinc district in 
the world. 


LONGEST SPEECH ON RECORD. 


Mr. De Cosmos, a British Columbian 
Statesman, Talks Twenty- Six Hours. 


The longest speech on recordis belleved to 
have been that made by Mr. De Cosmos, in 
the Legislature of British Columbia, when a 
measure was pending the passage of which 
would take from a great many settlers their 
lands. De Cosmos was in a hopeless minor- 
ity. The job had been held back till the eve 
of the close of the session; unless legislation 


was taken defore noon of a given day, the 
act of confiscation would fail. The day be- 
tore the expiration of the Umitation De 
Cosmos got the floor about 10 a. m., 
and began a speech against the bili. 
its triends cared little, for they supposed 
that by lor2 o’clock he would be through, 
and the bill could be put on its passage. One 
o’clocKk came, and De Cosmos was speaking 
still—had not more than entered upon his 
subject. Two o’clock—he was saying in 
the second place. Three o’clock—he pro- 
auced a fearful bundle of evidence and in- 
sisted on readingit. The majority began to 
have a suspicion of the truth—he was going 
to speak till next noon and killthe bill. For 
awhile they made merry over it, but as it 
came on to dusk they began to get alarmed. 
They tried interruptions, Dut soon aban- 
doned them, because each one afforded him 
achance to digress and gain time. They 
tried to shout him down, but that gave him 
a breathing space, and, finally, they settled 
down to watch the combat between strength 
of will and weakness of body. They gave him 
no mercy—no adjournment for dinner, no 
chance to do wore than wet his lips with 
water, no wandering from his subject, no 
sitting down. Twilight darkened; the gas 
was lit; members slipped out to dinner in re- 
lays, and returned to sleep in squads, but De 
Cosmos went on. The Speaker, to whom he 
was addressing himself, was alternately doz- 
ing, snoring and trying to look wide awake. 
Day dawned andthe majority slipped out in 
squads to wash and bDreakfast, and the 
speaker still held on. It cannot be said that 
it was a very logical, eloquent or sustained 
speech. There were digressions in it, repett- 
tions also. But still the speaker kept on; 
and at last noon came toa baffled majority, 
livid with rage and impotence, anda single 
man who was triumphant, though his voice 
had sunk toa husky whisper, his eyes were 
almost shut and were bleared and bloodshot, 
his legs tottered under him, his blacked lips 
were cracked and smeared with blood. De 
Cosmos had spoken twenty-six hours, and 
saved the settlers their lands! 


To Name It St. Louis. 


Mr. George E. Leighton has appointed the 
following committee to serve with him in 
the matter of having one of the new Ameri- 
can Line steamers named St. Louls. This 


was done in pursuance to the resolution 
adopted at the meeting held at the Mayor’s 
office on April ui, when Mr. Leighton was 
seiected as Chairman of the committee, with 
power to name the other members. The 
men named by him are Congressman Seth W. 
Cobb, Congressman Richard Bartholdt, E. C. 
Simmons, William T. Anderson, President of 
the Merchants’ Exchange; E. A. Hitchcock, 
President of the Commercial Club, and Rob- 
ert E. M. Bain.

A Mythical Massacre. 


Vicrorta, British Columbia, April 8. 
The Government steamer Quadra ar- 
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Developments in the Wolcott—Operations 
in the Bohn—News From thé Henriett 
and Maid—Fine Bodies of Ore Dis- 
covered. . 


LEADVILLE, Oolo., April 16.—Recently it 
was mentioned in thé Posr-DisPatca that 
the Wolcott people were working in another 
new and excellent{body of iron ore. This body 
was found in the west workings of tne claim 
and has developed into a good body of car- 
donate mineral that assays Well In silver and 
lead and also shows some traces of gold. 
This ore chute promises still furtherjimprove- 
ment. 

At the Thespian mine the ore body has not 
yet been caught but the indications are very 
favorable. The main shaft is down 600 feet 
and at a point about 160 feet from the bot- 
tom a winze is being sunk intothé lime. In 
this lime a large and funnel shaped 
opening occurs filled with a peculiar ocherish 
contact matter that leads the management to 
believe that at the bottom they will get into 
ore. The remarkable lowering of the water 


level of this district was never so plainly in- 
dicatedas in the Thespian. In 1885 there 
was 80 feet of water to handle; in 
November, 1891, there was 11 feet, last No- 
vember 9% feet, but within the past few 
months the tremendous panting. in the city 
shafts has entirelf drained the Thespian. 

At the celebrated Bohn property there is 
lots of work going on, From the bottom 
level four driftsare being run into the lime 
and under thé ore body. The longest of 
these drifts is now in over 100 feet and 
with every prospect of meeting with rich 
ore very 8008. he water flow has 
greatly diminished and it only takes 
four boilers to do the work that formerly 
required eight. The present hoisting capa- 
city of the plant has been found to be wholly 
inadequate to keep pace withthe demands 
made upon it,and soa Mammoth double 
cage is to be placed in position at once. 

THE HABKER SHAFT. 

The work of sinking the old Harker shaft 
at the Maid and Henriett property has been 
commenced.

During the recent development work on 
the Hibschle property several very good 
bodies of ore have been opened up.

It 
would seem from present indications that 
the ore bodies lie in place above 
the iron and porphyritic material 
and that. by upraising the main body wili 
certainly be met with. It is understood that 
a crushing mill is to be erected in order to 
handle the larger lump ore; concentration 
operations by means of jigs will also be car- 
ried on through which 4 per cent ore secured 
that will secure free treatment for the ore. 

In the outlying sections ofthis camp there 
is the usual heavy spring work and coasider- 
able ore is being mined. Shipments, how- 
ever, will probably be lighter this month, as 
the dad condition of the roads makes ore 
hauling a difficulttask.

Louis syndicate is figuring onthe purchase of 
150 acres of diggings now being worked by 
resident owners at that point. ther claims 
are located in that neighborhood, and this 
season will see some very important work 
done there if capitalists get hold of the

The enerous-hearted and charitable 
people of St. Louis have never failed to re- 
spond tothe appeal of this old institution 
for help to support its inmates and provide 
for their welfare 

As population increased, the calls on the 
charity of the institution increased corres- 
pondingly and the house was often pressed 
to accommodate the applicants for admis- 
sion owing to the limited room. It has been 
evident for some time thatthe building was 
unfit for use any longer. Wing was added to 
wing in past years, hoping to meet the 
growing wants of the increasing population 
till the original old structure was merged 
into several, all of which are occupied and 
often overcrowded. 

The Board of Managers, viewing with regret 
this condition, and taking into consideration 
the dilapidated and even dangerous con- 
dition of the old structure and the constantly 
increasing cost of keeping it repaired, re- 
solved to build new asylums, 
all modern improvements an 
ample room for all worthy applicants for 
admission into the asylums, A tract of land 
containing thirty-two acres was purchased 
at the place above named and the erection of 
anew asylum wascommenced during the 
winter, Slow progress has been made up to 
this time on account of unfavorable weather, 
but work is now being pushed forward anda 
complete asylum within this year will be oc- 
cupied by the orphan boys.

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NOVEL TELEPHGNE CALL 


It Takes the Place of th) Ordinary Mag- 
netic Call Bell. 

A special arrangement for a telephone call 
has been used with the Siemens bipolar tele- 
phone instead of the usual magnetic call bell. 
This device, known as a siren call, contains a 
brass cylinder of which two soft iron seg- 
ments diametrically opposed form a part. 
This cylinder is rapidly revolved by means of 
a crank and train of gears connected to the 
armature. The Flectrical Engineer of Lon- 
don describes the action of the mstru- 
ment as follows: This rotation causes 
a rapid introduction and removal) of the 
armature from the magnetic field below the 
soft iron pole pieces, and a corresponding 
magnetic change in their cores which affects 
the home as well as the distant telephone 
diaphragms, setting them both into vibra- 
tion.

of the telephonic sound emitted. 

The armature if left to itself would 
take up a position across the fleld below 
the poles, and weaken the magnetic 
held through the diaphragm. In 
order to avoid this, when the telephone 
is used for conversation, it is necessary 
that the armature be always brought into tts 
neutral position and locked there. This is 
done by aspecial spring catch droppinga 
pin into a pinhole, which arrests the arma- 
tare inthe proper position. Whena call is 
given, this pin is first drawn out of action by 
acam witha milled head, which, together 
with the crank handle for rotating the arma- 
ture, projects outside the telephone casing. 


The Utilization of Old Tin Caps. 


In the suburbs of great cities an industry has 
sprung up, having for its object the recovery 
of the solder used in making and sealing tin 
cans. In conseqyence the formerly despised 


and useless tin can has acquired sufficient 
commercial value to rescue it from the back 
lot dumping ground and garbage scow. 

Unger the present system*of street clean- 
ing, New York City’s refuse is loaded on 
scows from docks located at convenient in- 
tervals along the river front and then taken 
to sea and dumped. These docks have 
double decks, the upper projecting sum 
ciently to allow the contents of acart to fall 
upon the middle of the scow, and be distrib- 
uted by the trimmers who keep 
the vessel on an even keel. The trimmers 
also select everything of value with the 
greatest care; rags, fat, bone, metal, paper 
stock, etc., being stored on the lower deck of 
the dock. The silver and jewelry form no 
small item of the contractors’ profit, and the 
total value of a scoW load is estimated at an 
average of $200. 

The space between the dock platforms ts 
often closed in with odds and ends, and the 
interior converted into a miserable habita- 
tion by the trimmers, men and women, who 
thus herd together, their supplies being 
drawn from the dump. 

These dumping docks are the principal 
source of supply for the industry and a 
wagon load of tin cans can be bought at such 
places for $4 or $5. 

The furnace is an old soap boiler, into 
which a few sticks are thrown; the bowl 1s 
then filled with cans, a quart of kerosene 
poured over them and ignited. 

The heat developed by the oil is not great 
enough to attack the tin, but melts the sol- 
der, which flows to the bottom of the bowl. 
The solder recovered from a load of cans av- 
erages forty pounds. After this process 1s 
com pleted the red scrap is sold to make 
what is called ‘‘acida.’’ 

In a large open vat containing waste acid, 
ferric sulphate, sulphuric or hydro- 
chioric acid, the scrap Is thrown 
and allowed to remain until the tin 
is stripped from the iron underneath; more 
scrap and metallic iron is added until the so- 
lution is neutral. The tin thus dissolved is 
used asa basis for the preparation of stan- 
mates or other tin compounds used by dyers. 

The iron plate is rolled into balls for melt- 
ing, the ferrous sulphate purified and sold as 
commercial copperas, and the remaining 
acid used in repetition of the process. 


A Costly Waste. 
One of the most costly pieces of property in 
the United States now lying idle is probably 


the great ratiroad bridge over the Peeos 
River, 200 miles west of San Antonio. 
This bridge, which is said to be the 
second highest in the world, was com- 
leted six months aso at a cost of $1,200,000, 
t was bullt by a private corporation for the 
use of the Southern Pacific Co., says the En- 
gineering and Mining Jvurnal. in addition to 
this bridge a railroad track leading to it was 
bullt, shortening the distance between San 
Antonio and El Paso by eleven miles. After 
the bridge and cut-off railroad had been com- 
pleted they were visited b President 
© FP. Huntington and a number of other 
prominent officials of the Southern Pacific 
Company., and the new 1 was 
— A accepted. In a short time a new 
time table was issued by the Southern Pa- 
cific, embracing the new cut-off and the 
Pecos bridge. ickets were issued for that 
road via Southern Pacific and Pecos bridge, 
a fare of 530 cents being charged every 
passenger over the new bridge. 
After all this had been arranged trains 
were started running over the new route, 
and the announcement was made that the 
track of the old route through the danger- 
ous canyons of the Rio Grande River was 
to betaken up.

How Electricity Makes Light. 


A great number of people have but a very 
obscure idea of the principle of the arc and 
incandescent lamp, respectively. It may be 
stated that in the arc lamp electric discharge 


takes place between two pieces of hard con- 
ducting carbon, separated from each other 
by an interval which is kept as nearly as pos- 
sible constant by automatic devices. Anarc 
of light of intense brilliancy, called the vol- 
taic arc, is thus obtained. The carbons, being 
ralsed to an exceedingly high temperature 
and exposed to the air, suffer waste by com- 
bustion, and hence require renewal. There 
is also a transference of particles in the 
direction of the current, the negative carbon 
increasing at the expense of the positive one. 
With the view of obviating inconveniences 
arising from this cause, arrangements are 
often made for alternating the direction of 
the current. It is desirable both for the dit - 
fusion oflight, and for thelessening of its 
other rise painful and injurious intensity, 
thata globe of ground glass should be used. 
In the glow or incandescent lamp, a filament 
of carbon inclosed in a globe exhausted ot air 
by a mercury pump serves asa path along 
which the currefit passes. The resistance 
the electricity meets with in passing through 
this flament is sufficient to raise the latter to 
incandescence, anda light is thus obtained 
more suitable for domestic purposes and the 
illumination of interiors generally than that 
afforded by the arc lamp. 


Eig ish Whaleback. 


One of the novelties of the past year in ship- 
building is the turret deck steamer built by 
W. Doxford & Sons of Sunderland, England, 
Which is practically a modification ofthe 
whaleback type now largely used onthe great 


lakes. Inthe only vessel of this design yet 
bullt the hull is shaped like most other ves 
sels from keel to water line, but from the 
water linethe shell is rounded off upward 
and inward untilit terminates at the upper 
deck level in an upright structure, misnamed 
a turret, running fore and aft. The vessel 
has no sheer, the deck reaching in a perfectly 
straight line fore and aft. 

The plating, ranning inward from the 
water line tothe turret deck, is thick and 
strong like that of the hull proper, so that 
the whole skin of the vessel above and below 
is ofthe same thickness. The engines are 
placed aft, as in whaleback steamers, so that 
from the engine-room to the forecastle there 
isa long, continuous hold, interfered with 
only by the necessary Dulkheads. The boat’s 
accommodations for engineers and crew are 
allabaft the engine-room, but the captain 
and officersare placed as usual under the 
bridge forward. 


Tempering Large Armor Plates. 


A new process of tempering a fourteen- 
inch Harvéyizing armor plate was tested at 
Bethlehem, Pa., recently. Heretofore this 
was done by ejecting ice water agalnst a red 
hot plate in a vertical position, with the re- 
sult that the water was made boiling the in- 


stant it touched the upper endof the plate, 
and the heated water running down did not 
have the proper effect on the rest of the 
plate. In the new process the plate 
was laid down in a specially 
prepared frame, ihe water was 
made ice cold by treating it with salt, and 
was then led to a large sprinkler lowered 
within one foot ofthe plate. The water was 
forced through the sprinkler under great 
pressure, while the under side of the 
sprinkler was kept cool by water running 
over it froma fixed spigot. The sprinkling 
continued for one and one-half hours, and 
the plate Was then taken by acrane and iin- 
mersed in the oil baths, there to remain 
thirty hours. The government officers pres- 
ent ~ tees the new process as highly suc- 
cessful. 


Gutta Percha From Leaves. 

If the statement of Mr. Serullas of France 
may be relied upon, the gutta-percha indus- 
try may be almost revolutionized. From ex- 
periments made by Mr. Yungfleisch, in Java, 


he finds that theraw material may be ob- 
tained from the leaves of the iseondra tree, 
instead of from the trunk, asat present. By 
the old method a tree, at the cost of its life, 
gives four ounces of the material, while by 
the new method, every six months 200 pounds 
of the dried leaves may be takep from 
the tree without injury, which yield 8 to 9 
percent of the raw material; this material 
tested in a laboratury in Paris, was reporte 
to be true gutta-percha. The yearly supply 
from a full-grown tree is from 382 to 36 ounces 
instead of one-half ounce, as from the old 
method. Even of withered leaves from a tree 
whose trunk will yield no more juice one-half 
as much material can be obtained as from 
live trees. Trees 4 to 5 years old yield 
9 ounces from one harvest or leaves. He 
states that old trees wHich are of no use to 
the natives at present can yet be made, by 
this means, to yield a large amount. 


No More Incrusted Boilers.

At a recent meeting of the Scientists’ Asso- 
ciation of Saxony one of its members recom- 
mended the use of carbonic acid in its liquid 
state asa preventative against incrustation 
of bollers. The boiler which is to be treated 
is filled with cold water, into which carbonic 
acid is allowed to flow from a receptacle 
nearby. As soon as the water has become 
thoroughly permeated with the acid it dis- 
solves the carbonate of lime, which is the 
principal cause of the crust forming around 
the boiler, and precipitates the parget with 
which It is allied without the least Injury to 
the inner sides of the boiler. 
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Denmark. has written to the Scientiſte Amerioun 
a very interesting account of the lurs found 
in the bogs of Denmark and Sweden, the old- 
est known musical instruments in the world, 
He says: 

The National. Museum in Copenhagen, 
which is so well known and renowned for its 
excellent and admirably arranged collections 
of Northern antiquities, contains a number 
(19) Of akind of musical instrument called 
the “‘lur’’ (the u pronaunced like oo in poor), 
which date back to the bronze age, and 
which have all been found in bogs, as have 
also so many others of the old treasures 
cnntained in that interesting museum. A 
few instruments of the same kind (8) have 
been foGnd in provinces in Sweden formerly 
belonging to Denmark, and five have been 
found on the Baltic coast of Germany nearest 
to Denmark. There is notbing like this in- 
strument elsewhere in the world. An instru- 
ment used in parts of the East Indies at the 
present day is the nearest approach, in some 
respects, but it varies very materially from 
the ‘‘lurs.’’ 

The outward appearance of the ‘‘lur’’ is 
represented in the adjoining cuts. Itis gen- 
erally six or seven feet long, twistedin two 
planes perpendicular on one another, and 
furnished with an ornamental collar at the 
butt or farther end. It is cast from 
a kind of bronze, only one to one and 
a half millimeters thick. (Could we 
do this at our present day?) To increase the 
difficulty of construction, it is perfectiy con- 
ical from end to end, cast in pieces, and 
joined together as indicated in the adjoining 
illustrations and, as already stated, of a 
twisted shape. 

All the instruments of this kind found out- 
side of Denmark are more or less frag- 
mentary. Of the specimens inthe Danish

collection ten are whole, and of these again 
six have just been slightly restored under 
the auspices of the author and mu- 
sical critic, Angul Hammerich, who 
has caused some artist musicians from 
the royal chapel to experiment with and 
practice on the restored specimens, with the 
very interesting result that these can now be 
played upon and emit tones as pure, strong 
and soft as when they were first touched 
with human lips, between 2,000 and 
3,000 years ago. Well may we wonder 
at the constrictive skill, the r 
fect knowledge of acoustics and the state of 
civilization in those remote times evinced by 
these old instruments. It is, of course, the 
preserving power of the bog water which we 
may thank for the perfect preservation of 
these unique instrumen 

The bogs in which the.*lurs’’ and so many 
other interesting objects from northern an- 
tiguity have been found have, of course, at 
the time af deposit of the objects, been 
lakes or nds. How the objects 
came to placed here may de 
subject to varying surmises; the most 
probable is that they have been sunk down 
in such places to protect them from some 
invading enemy. Some authorities on this 
kind of subjects hold tothe opinion that the 
objects have been brought as sacrifice to 
friendly or unfriendly gods, which supposi- 
tion also seems quite likely. 

The instruments arealways found tn pairs 
and twisted in opposite directions, indicat- 
ing that they have been blown two and two 
together. This is so much more certain as 
the specimens of each pair harmonize with 
one another, while each pair varies more or 
less from every other pair in quality 
of tone, etc. It was formerly believed 
that the e when played 
upon, were resting over the player’s neck 
and shoulders. They have occasionally been 
thus represented by artists. This Mr. Ham- 
merich has proved to be a mistake. 
They were carried or held free in front 
of the players, with the orna- 
mental butt collars facing one 
another, when the players were blowing 
them, standing or marching side by side, in 
which position the instruments balance 
easily aud make a very odd and striking ap- 
pearance,as of two gigantic and fantistically 
twisted horns of some fancied animal. 

A few days ago the writer of this communl- 
cation had the good luck and great pleasure 
to attend a fascinating lecture on the 
Furs,“ by Dr. Hammerich, accompanied 
by experiments of two artist musicians, at 
the grand old style Knights’ Hall of 
the National Museum in Copen- 
hagen. Not only were military sig- 
nals blown with great effect, but entire 
small compositions were performed. It was 
indescribably interesting to listen to the per- 
formance of an air from one of our most 
popular romantic plays. The intelligent 
reader with a measure of imagination may to 
some extent realize the impression it 
must convey to hear fanciful music per- 
formed on instruments which some 4,09 
years ago were used at strange temple ser- 
vices, or on trlumphal war marches, or as 
accompaniment ot the songs aud recitals of 
the heathen bards or scalds at the courts of 
kings ana chiefs, or at great national feasts. 

W hat an attraction it would be for the vis- 
itors to the Columbian Exposition at Chicago 
if their ears could be feasted with actual 
music or musical tests from instruments 2,000 
or 3,000 years old But this will hardly come 

an attempt will 
secure the bait, dut our 
Danish authorities will hardly give their 
permission, and who cah wonder! Our 
‘*Flato Book’’ will be fetched and returned 
with appropriate ceremonies in a United 
States man-of-war. A house will be built for 
the book telling of the first discovery of 
America, via Greenland, 1,000 years ago, and 
watch will be kept over it nigtt and day. A 
very well!

A NEW CAMBRA LUCIDA. 


A Device by Which Distant Objects May 
Be Drawn in Detail. 

The camera lucida, that wonderful instru- 
ment invented by Wollaston in 1804, as well 
as the numerous improvements that have 
been introduced into it, still leaves much to 
be desired, in consequence of the disagree- 
able phenomenon of parallax that is 
produced in all the apparatus now in use, 
says La Nature. This phenomenon, which 
is due to the different distances that separate 
the eye from the object and the pencil, is 
completely suppressed in the pew camera lu- 
cida of Commandant H. Blain. Moreover, it 
is always possible to proportion the light of 
the paper and that of the image that is pro- 
jected upon its surface. It suffices to vary 
the intensity of the light furnished by the 
silvered mirror by placing a platinized mir- 
ror opposite it. 

The hemerograph, for such is the name of 
the new instrument, isa very practical de- 
vice that can be used without the least 
study. The drawing can be done without 
hesitation, the eye accommodates itself to 
all distances, and the point of the pen¢ill and 
the image are always seen very dis 

The field of this a ratus is in 
is used in a horizontal as well as 1 
direction and at variable angles. 
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hemerograph conéists principally of 
two special mirrors ofa perfect planimetry, 
arranged in a mounting ot copper. 

The upper silvered } is provided in 
the center with an aperture that serves as a 
sight hole when the apparatus is placed bort 
zontally. it is provided at its upper part 
with a second sight hole designed to be em- 
* in a vertical direction. 

The lower mirror, metalized with platin - 
um, a calculated transparency

that permits of seeing the pencil and object 
always very distinctly and without any 
fatiguetotheeye. This mirror is movable, 
and may be replaced bya smoked one when 
work is being done in sunlight. 

This apparatus is supported by an extens!i.- 
ble foot provided with a joint that permits 
of its being raised or lowered according to 
circumstances, and of being turned in all 
directions. 

Finally, if the instrument. be placed before 
atelescope ora simple field glass, it will be 
possibleto draw on a large scalean object 
situated ata distance of several kilometers 
according to the power of the spy glass, jus 
asif it were placed afew meters from the 
observer. This means will be able to render 
very great service to officers sent out upon a 
reconnaissance. 


PRECIOUS METALS. 


Gold and Silver Are Cheap Compared 
With Some Which Have Been Found.

Gold and silver are no longer the precious 
metals of the world. An ounceof silver is 
worth about 83cents, an ounceof gold as a 
rule $20. Palladium, which was discovered 
in 1803 by Wollaston, is a metal of a steel- 
gray color and fibrous structure, and is paid 
for at the rate of $28 per ounce. Osmium, a 
brittle metal usually found with platinum, 


costs $35 per ounceand iridium $40. Ruthen- 
ium, whichis very hardand brittle, brings 
$82 per ounce, and niobium, also called 
columbium, first found in New London, 
Conn., is a very rare metal, discovered in an. 
ore or oxide, is rated at $100 per ounce 

Yttrium, covered by Woehler in 1828. is a 
metalofa grayish black color, with a per- 
fectly metallic luster, which is very rare. It 
is pald for at the rate of $120 per ounce, while 
lithium, the lightest of all metals, brings 
$159 per ounce. 

Glucinum or beryllium, as it is also called, 
appears in the form of a grayish black pow- 
der, made very lustrous by burnishing. It 
has a market value of $185 per ounce. Barium 
metal, which was discovered in 1808, is worth 
$200 per ounce, and dydimium, discovered in 
1846, and very rare indeed, brings $215 per 
ounce. é

Vincent de Paul a small house 
on Third and Walnut streets to be used as an 
&sylum for boys and girls under the patron- 
age of St. Philomena. 

The boys afterwards were transferred to 
St. Joseph's leaving the girls at st. Philo- 
mena'’s. The same year Archbishop Ken- 
rick, finding the house insufficient to accom- 
modatethe number of children, erected a 
large building on Fifth and Walnut streets, 
for the purpose of training more advanced 
iris from St. Mary's Asylum, also for girls 
gut of employment. 

Thais charity continued for twenty years, 
and Archbishop Kenrick generously con- 
tributed toward the support of those who 
Were unabie to defray their expenses. 

In 1968 the Archbishop purchased the pres- 
ent site, corner of Olark and Ewing 
avenues, when he enabled the sisters 
toerect the present bullamg, and he has 
ever been the generous benefactor of St.

Thereisa 
trick which wag once a favorite with the 
comic dramatists of the English restoration, 
which was even sanctioned by so great a 
name as Sir Walter Scott, but which now has 
lost most of its potency. This trick consists 
in mere repetition. A phrase, a catchword, 
a characteristic not deliriously droll in it- 
self, is insisted upon, is reiterated, until the 
audience is convulsed with laughter. Domi- 
nie Sampson’s cries of ‘‘Prodigious!’’ have 
a cumulative effect upon the people who 
lixe that sort of thing. They never weary. 
On the contrary, they grow funnier with 
every repetition. But then the people who 
like that sort of thingare rapidly dying off; 
there are not many left outside of Scotland. 
In America, however, they seem to have 
undergone a new birth; exactly as this style 
of joke has itself been represented. The girl 
who says she will be a sister to her rejected 
suitor never seems to lose hilarious favor 
withthe great American public. The goat, 
the mother-in-laws, the banana peel, these 
and other single- artists perform their 
specialties every week in the comic papers 
without losing a single subscriber. 

Now this form ot humor is especialiy utu - 
izedin fanning the rival jealousies of our 
chief cities. Rightly or wrongly a certain 
characteristic is attributed to some city, and 
ever after the city andthe joke vis together 
in the mind of the lover of humor and shake 
his diaphragm with a perennial titillation. 
It we had schools and colleges in which 
humor were taught as a science, instead of 
being delicately insinuated into the eurricu- 
lum, it would be quite feasible to get up 
questions in inductive philosophy like the 
following:
